his Counfel tendered a plea to the jurifdidti- 
on of the Court; but the Chief Juftice point¬ 
ing out an objedtion thereto, which went 
both to the matter of ,fa£t and the lav con¬ 
tained therein, and defiring the Counfel to 
confider if he could amend it, and take time 
for fo doing, he, after having «onfiAered 
the objedtion, thought proper to withdraw 
the plea; whereupon the Prifoner pleadid. 
Not Guilty: And being'ilked by whom he 


would be tried? he anfwered, by God and 
his Peers. The Court defired to know whe¬ 
ther he had any particular reafon for ufing 
the word Peers ? His Counfel anfwered, that 
the Prifoner being a man of the firft dignity 
in this kingdom, thought he fliould be tried 
by people of equal rank with himfelf, agree¬ 
able to the law of England, which permits 
every man to be. tried by his Peers. The 
Court aiked, who the Maha Rajah confider-. 
ed as his Peers ? His Counfel anfwered, he 
muft leave that to the Court. -

Chief Julies, The trial can only be by £uch| 
perfons as are by the Charter required to.form 
the Jury. A Peer of Ireland tried in England, 
would be tried by a- common Jury. The Char¬ 
ter direffs, that in all criminal profecutions, 
the Prifoiiet.fhould be tried by theinhabitants 
of the town of Calcutta, being Britifh fub- 
jecls. 

It being late, the Court adjourned till the 
next morning at feven o’clock. 

JUNE 9th, 1775. _ 

T HE Counfel for the Prifoner informed I 
the Court, that the Malta Rajah had 
been ill in the night, and had now a flux 
and fever, which rendered him incapable of! 
taking his trial. 

The Court defired Dr. Anderfon and Dr. 
Williams to examine the Prifonsr,.. which 
they did] and reported that he complained of! 
having been indifpofedin the night, but that 
he had neither flux nor fever, and was.very 
capable of taking his trial; whereupon he was!

A S a pearl necklace, a twitted kulghah, a 
twilled fcrpache, and four rings, two of which 
were of rubies and two of diamonds, were 
depofited by Rogonaut Roy Geoo, on account 
of Maha Rajah Nundocomar, Bahader, in the 
month of Aflar, in the Bengal year 1165, 
with me, in my houfe at Moorihedabad, that 
the fame might be fold ; at the time of the de¬ 
feat of the army of the Nabob Meer Mahomed 
Coffim Cawn, the money and effeds of the 
houfe, together with the aforefaid jewels, were 
plundered and carried away. In the year 
1172, Bengal ftyle, when I arrived in Cal¬ 
cutta, the aforefaid Maha Rajah demanded 
the beforementioned depofit of jewels; I could 
not produce the depofit when demanded, and, 
on account of the bad ftate of my affairs, was 
unable to pay the value thereof; I therefore 
promife and give it in writing, that when I 
lhail receive back the fum of two lacks of 
rupees, and a little above, which is in the 
Company’s cafn at Dacca, according to the 
method of reckoning of the Company, I have 
agreed and fettled, that the fum of forty-eight 
thoufand and twenty one ficca rupees is the 
principal of the amount of the faid depofit of 
jewels, which is juftly due by me, and over 
and above that, a premium of four annas 
upon every rupee. Upon the payment of the

He defired me to fit down, and faid, 
The Company’s bonds are received ; fome 
durbar expences will arifeon them. I anfwer- 
ed, I am an Attorney; to whom ever money 
is paid, their names muft be written down, 
and filed in theaudaulet: to which he an- 
fwered. What is that to you ? I will do it. I 
then went to my own houfe: four or five 
days after, I returned to Maha Rqah Nundo¬ 
comar: he afked me if Pudmohun Dofs 
had fpoken any words to me; I anfwered, No: 
he then faid, I and’ Pudmohun Dofs have 
drawn out (teekkeeah) three papers ;■ the 
amount of one is 48021 ficca rupees; the 
amount of the other two together is 35,000 
arcot rupees. I remained filent, and fome 
little time after went home. 

Fourteen or fifteen days after, Pudmohun 
Dofs faid to me, Come along with nje to the 
houfeof Maha Rajah, and take the Company's 
bonds, which he has received. I with Gun¬ 
gabiffen and Pudmohun Dofs accordingly 
went thither : it was night time, the 
lamps were burning, and the Maha Rajah 
was fitting above Hairs: we fat down by him, 
and Maha Rajah c-alled for his eferutore and 
opened it, and took out all the papers that 
were contained in it, and fpread them before 
him: he cancelled (by tearing the fop) a 
Nagree bond for 10,000- rupees; he aifo 
produced the potta of the houfe, and gave 


the cancelled bond and the potta into the 
hands of Gungabiffen ; .he likewife tore the 
heads of three Perfian papers, and faid to 
Gungabiffen, Do you take thefe. 

[Bond ihewn him] 

ijh Is this one of the papers he cancelled F 

A. I did not then know what the papers- 
were, I cannot read Perfian; this is one of 
-them. I have fince informed myfelf of the 
circumftance : at that time I could not tell, 
I now know that it is for certain. After having 
torn the tops of the papers Maha Rajah 
Nundocomar offered them to Gungabiffen, 
who faid. Give them to Pudmohun Dofs. 
Maha Rajah then looked at me fideway 
angrily, and turning to Pudmohun Dofs 
faid, Do you take the papers. Pudmohun 
Dofs took them; Pudmohun Dofs. and 
Maha Rajah kept counting by their 
memories fome furas of money on their 
fingers, but wrote nothing down. Maha 
Rajah faid, I will take eight bonds: having 
feparated the other feven, he put them into 
die hands of Pudmohun Dofs : there were 
originally nineteen bonds ; the Governor 
and Council took two, on account of com- 
miffion due to one Michael; the other 
feventeen were given to Maha Rajah. When 
he gave the feven bonds to Pudmohun Dofs, 
he faid, You have before taken two: he an¬ 
fwered, I have. Maha Rajah faid to Pudmo¬ 
hun Dofs, Indorfe the eight bonds I have 
taken: Pudmohun Dofs anfwered, I will get 
them i-ndorfed by Kiffen Juan Dofs, the 
Gomaftah of Bollakey: Dofs. Maha Rajah 
put the eight bonds into the hands of Choiton 
Naut Podar. I, Pudmohun Dofs, Gunga¬ 
biflen, and Choiton Naut, (into whole hands 
the bonds were put) went out together, and 
fat down in my bhaitakhatma (fitting room) 
Pudmohun Dofs fent a man to call Kiffen 
Juan Dofs. Kiffen. Juan Dofs arriving, indor- 
fed the eight bonds, and Pudmohun Dofs 
gave them- to Choiton Naut Podar, who 
carried them away. 

,x ; Do you know of any receipt or ac¬ 
knowledgement for thofe bonds F 

A. I was at that time confined in the 
court of Cutcheny: he never wrote, or figned 
any 
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■any receipt before me. Pudmohun Dofs-took 
a receipt from. him, but I do not know 
when lie got it. [Paper fhewn to witnefs, 
marked F ] This is the receipt: I know it, 
bccaule I took a copy out of the Mayor’s 
Court. 

j-k. Are you fure this is the original ? 

/ I do not read Perfian; the Monfhy 
took the copy by my direftions. 

Do you know of any further tranfac- 

A. I know .a deal more of Bollakey Dofs’s 
bufmefs, but not of thefe eight bonds. 

Did any converfation pafs between you 
,ar.d Commaul O’Dien Ally Cawn about this 
tranfadtion ? 

A. Some money was clue from Commaul 
O’Dien on account of Bollakey Dofs; I did 
not know what the amount was. Commaul 
O’Dien faid it was about 600.rupees: I then 
laid. Pay it to me: the demand was made 
three or four different times. Commaul 
O’Dien one. day came to me at my houfe, 
and faid, I cannot pay this money, I have 
none. I then lhewed him copies of the differ¬ 
ent papers I had taken out of the court, and 
defiredhim to look at them: he read them, 
and having read them, faid. This is the im~ 
preffion of my feal: when this paper (hkkut) 
was written I do not know; the name on the 
feal is mine; where, or when the paper 
was written I do not know, I am not a wit¬ 
nefs to it. About four, five, or fix months 
afterwards Commaul O’Dien again came to 
me, and faid, Maha Rajah Nundocomar is 
fecurity to government for me, for the pergun- 
nah of Hidgellee: he fays to me. Do three 
things, and I will be and remain your fecu¬ 
rity : with refpeft to the bond of Bollakey 
Dofs.fay that you are a witnefs, and having 
fworn before the Gentlemen of the adawlut give 
evidence of it: write out alfo an account of 
receipts of money (Burramud) againft Mr. 
Luihington: write, out likewife a Burramud 
againft Baffent Roy. Cummaul O’ Dien told 
me, he then anfwered that'he could not fpeak 
away his religion:.if I can get any one elfe to 
Hand my fecurity, I will give up all thoughts 
of him.

A. There were other private accounts con¬ 
tained in books which were ftolen or deftroyed 
from Bollaukee Dofs, when we were at Buxar 
with the army. This will appear by the books 
produced ; you. muff not take it from my 
mouth : I never faw thofe books that were 
Hole; balances from thofe books are entered 
in the books on the table. 

He turns to the books, and reads this entry. 

“ The Jumma of Dean Chund Ruttingar, as 
“ entered in the private cottah of Bollakee 
“ Dofs.” 

■“ YOUR Jumma in the private accounts 
“ of Bollakee Dofs. Thofe .papers were plun- 
“ dered at the battle of Buxar; therefore Rut- 
“ ton Chund having drawn out your accounts, 
“ and having extradited your accounts from 
“ your books, according to orders, an entry is 
“ made of them here.” 

Witnefs. There is an account in the Rofe- 
namma here produced, of the contents of all 
the papers and books that were ftolen. 

JUNE nth, 1775. 

M R. Juftice Le Maiftre having fuggefted, 
that Dr. Williams had informed him 
that Gungabiffen might he brought into court 
on acott, to give his evidence, and the Jury 
being very defirous to hear it, the Court de¬ 
clared their opinion, that Gungabiffen having 
a great intereft in the eftate of Bollakee Dofs, 
which was divided by his will in fliares ac¬ 
cordingly to the component parts of a rupee, 
the Counfel for the Crown would not be en¬ 
titled to call him ; the Prifoner was therefore 
told to advife with his Counfel, and fay whe¬ 
ther he wifhed to have him called. The Court 
at the fame time acquainted the Jury, that as 
Gungabiffen was a witnefs who would not 
be called on the part of the Crown, they muft 
receive no prejudice if the Prifoner declined 
calling. 
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calling him ; becaufe, if called by the Crown, 
he would have a right to object to him, on 
account of his intereft. The Prifoner having 
confuted with his Counfel, returned for an- 
fwer, that if he was fure Gungabiffen would 
fpeak to the truth, he fcould be defirous to 
have him called ; but that he confidered him 
as under the influence-of Mohun Berfaud, and 
therefore feared that 'he might not fpeak the 
truth, and. that he declined calling him; 
but the Jury fhewing a ftrong defire that he 
might be called, the Prifoner and his Counfel 
confented that his evidence ftiould be received ; 
whereupon Dr. Williams and Mr. Stark were 
again fent, and on their return Mr. Williams 

§>^for Court. How was Gungabiffen yc-f- 
terday ? 

A. I.went to Mohun Perfaud’s houfe; I 
found him laying upon his cot. The firft 
queftion Iafked him was, what his name was : 
He laid, Gungabiffen. I alked him as to his 
difeafe : he told me, he had a fevere 
flux; ten, twenty, or, thirty ftools a day ; a 
continual. third; and that or. drinking, he 
went to llool, and it came from him immedi¬ 
ately. I felt his pulfe, and found him to have 
a flow heebie fever; and 'I believe he has a 
feirrhous liver. 

When you faw him yefterday, did you 
think he could be brought into court ? 

A. I thought he could not with fafety. 
On my return, I reported to the Chief Jr,(lice 
in,.court, that I did not think it fafe to bring 
Gungabiffen to the court, I thought it, 
and reported it. i afterwards acquainted 
Mr. Juftice Le Maiftre, that if there was 
an abfolute neceflity for his appearance here, 
I thought he might be brought on a cot; 
and I would attend him myfelf. Mr. Juf¬ 
tice Le Maiftre having before that faid, that 
the Gentlemen in the Houfe of Commons 
were fometimes brought in their flannels, then 
I faid what I mentioned about the cot. I went 
to fee Gungabiffen this , morning, with an in¬ 
tention, if poffible,. to have brought him here. 
I was the firft jjerfon that entered his room : 
1 found him off his cow: no one was in the 
room I faw him in yefterday : he was not in 
the room l faw him in yefterday; but in a 


little room of Veranda, contiguous to that in 
which he lay, fupported by' three or four 
people, at (tool, and fo much exhatifted, that 
he tumbled on the cot when they brought 
him to it, and it was fome time before he 
could give me an anfwer. After recovering 
hisftrengtb, I alked him fome queftions rela¬ 
tive to his difordcr; he told me he was vrorfe, 
and that his very bowels were coming from 
him : I told him he muft go with me in a 
Dooley-: he faid that it was impoffible ; did 
not I fee what a Hate he was in ? and held 
out his hand to me. He was then in a cool 
fweat, with a low pulfe. I further propofed 
to him, that he fltould go in. his cot, and be 
lifted over the Veranda by ropes, and be co¬ 
vered up.. He replied, he muft die if he went; 
he could not go ; he muft die. I then defifted 
from any farther perfuafion, and returned. 

£>. What is your opinion ? 

A. That the man could not be brought 
here, and carried back, again, without immi¬ 
nent danger of expiring from fatigue ; and 
that lie has not flrength to undergo any exa¬ 
mination, after the fatigue of bringing him to 
court: Had he not told ■ me that lie has been 
exceedingly- ill near two years, I fhould.uot 
have fuppofed he could live many hours, from 
the ftate he appeared in this morning.

A. There was an application made to the 
Mayor’s court by Mr. Driver for thefe papers, 
and rejected. 

The Foreman of the Grand Jury, who 
had been one of the Aldermen, andferved the 
office of iMayor, dgfired that the records of 
the Mayor’s court might be produced; they 
were produced accordingly by Mr. M'Veagh, 
the keeper of the records of this court, and the 
feveral extradfs, herein after mentioned, were 
read at his defite, for the purpofe of proving, 
that Gungabiflen had ever been treated in the 
proceedings of the May or’s court as a weak man, 
incapable of tranfadting his own bufmefs. 

On the 8th of November, 1769. a motion 
was made and agreed to, that the will of Bol¬ 
lakey Dofs fhould be depofited in the court. 

13th . November, 1770, 

A citation iffued, for the executors to bring 
in their accounts, together with the balance of 
the eftate, and to depofit the fame in the Com¬ 
pany’s cafti. 

iff October, 1771:. 

]T being fuggefted to the court, that Pud- 
tfiohun ■ Dot's had conveyed away 'feveral books 
and papers belonging to the eftate of Bollakey 


Dofs; the court ordered, that Pudmohun Dofs 
fhould deliver, or depofit in the regiftry of the 
court, all fuch books, papers, and vouchers, 
touching, or any way relating to the accounts 
of the eftate of Bollakey Dofs, deceafed; and 
that the faid Pudmohun Dofs fhall be permitted 
to attend his own affairs, under the cuftody of 
proper Sheriff’s Peons, until the faid accounts 
are carefully examined. 

14th January, 1772. 

GHOSAINE by his attorney, William 
Magee, informed the court, that Pudmohun 
Dofs, one of the executors to the laft will and 
teftaraent of Bollakey Dofs, was lately dead, 
and that Gungabiflen and his brother Hingoo 
Lollan, who is at Patna, are the remaining 
executorsand that Gungabiflen is incapable 
of taking charge of the affairs of the faid 
Bollakey Dofs. Ordered, that William Ma¬ 
gee, regifter of this court, fhall forthwith 
take charge of the books and papers of the 
eftate of the faid Bollakey Dofs, deceafed, and 
fettle the lame, and report to this court a true 
fettlemeftt thereof. 

. January 21ft, 1773- 

ORDERED, that a citation fhall iflbe 
againft Bridjoo Rotoon D fs, Kebolram Pon- 
da, and Gungabofs, requiring them to be, and 
appear before the court, on Tuefday next, 
to fhew caufe, if they have any, why they 
fhould not deliver over unto Mr. William Ma¬ 
gee, regifter of this court, ■ the books, papers 
of acccounts and others, belonging to the 
eftate of Bollakey Dofs, deceafed, conformable 
to the order of this court of the 14th inftanc. 

January the 28th, 1773. 

■ THE Sheriff’s officers returned the citation, 
againft Bridjoo Rotoon Dofs, Kebolram Ponda 
and Gouga Eofe executed. 

WHEREAS Pudmohun Dofs, one of the 
. executors dr trnftees of Bollakey Dofs, de¬ 
ceafed, on the 1 ft day of October laft, was 
ordered' to depofit in . the- rcgiliry of this 
court, a 11 the bocks, and papers .of’accounts 
belonging to the efface'of the. laid Bollakey 
Dofs, deceafed ; in 'eonfequence whereof,' the 
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Lid books and papers were depofited in a room 
of the houid of thefaid Pudmohun Dofs, in 
order to be perulcd and examined, which room 
was fecurcd with two locks; the key of one 
of which locks was in the poffeffion of Bil- 
govin, and the other in the care of the fbtid 
Pudmohun Dofs’s people. Balgovin this day 
appearing in court upon oath, declared} that 
one day, when he went up to the faid room, 
he found the door had been opened, and that 
his lock, together with a knot he had tied 
upon it, had been opened, and on going into 
the room, he found that the greateft part of the 
papers were taken away, together with fome 
other things of value. That upon making an 
exclamation, and threatening to come to court 
to complain, one Kebolratn Ponda, then in 
the houfe, requefted him to be quiet, and not 
to go to complain to the court, but go and 
fpealc to the widow ; and foou after Mohun 
Pel-laud came in, when he and the faid Kebol¬ 
ram Ponda went near the widow, and fpoke 
to her fomethiag, which he this deponent 
could not hear, as he flood at fome diftance 
from them; and foon after Mohun Perfaud, 
and the faid Kebolram Ponda came to the 
place where he was, and begged him not to 
expofe her, and that Ihe would deliver up all 
fuch papers as remained in her poffeffion, and 
accordingly the faid Kebolram Ponda went 
and dug the ground in the compound, and got 
fome books and papers out of it, and delivered 
the fame to this deponent, which he put into 
a cheft, and locked up: and whereas, the faid 
Pudmohun Dofs having lately departed this 
life inteftate, and no one having yet petitioned 
this court for letters of adminiftration of the 
eftate of the faid Pudmohun Dofs, deceafed :

Court, In this, as well as in'every other 
rnftance, we fliould confult the intereft and 
convenience of the Company as much as pof- 
fible. We are not fttrprized, that the Gover¬ 
nor General and CounciLlhould be defirous to 
prevent their books being examined, which 
might tend to the confequences they mention; 
it would be highly improper that their books 
fliould be wantonly fubjefted to curious and 
impertinent eyes; but, at the fame time, it 
is a matter of juftice, that if they contain 
evidence material to the parties in civil fiiits, . 
that they may have an opportunity of availing 
themfelyes of it. Humanity requires it fliould 
be- produced, when in favor of a criminal; 
juftice, when agai rift them. The papers and 
records of ail the public companies in Eng¬ 
land, of the Bank, South-Sea-Houfe, and the 
Eaft-India-PIoufe, are liable to be called for, 
where juftice fliall require copies of the re- 
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tords and proceedings, from the higheft 
Court of Judicature, down to the Court of 
Rye Powder, and continually given in evi¬ 
dence. When it is neceflfary they fhould be 
produced, the Court will take care they are 
not made an improper ufe of. To wilh the 
Council to be put to the leaft inconvenience 
\ poffible, we wilh they would confider whether 
they think the inconvenience of the production 
of their books and proceedings, or the granting 
copies of fuch parts as may be required to be 
given in evidence, may be the leaft liable to 
objeftion. The bringing the books and papers 
■may fubjedt them to the hazard of being loft, 
and may impede the bufinefs. On' the other 
hand, if copies are granted, the court cannot 
_ V h old fo ftridt a hand over impertinent curiofity 
•as they can, if the books and papers are pro¬ 
duced in the open court: if copies are taken 
not relevant to the caufe, the court would 
mod certainly cenfure the party offending 
therein; but the mifehief might be done by 
having taken the copies. If they are produced 
in court, the court will oblige the party to 
inform the court of the matter propofed to be 
read, and will not allow it, except they, fee 
that it is applicable to the caufe. I wifh you to 
.inform the Governor General and Council 
of what is now faid, and let them know that 
we wilh to accommodate our prabiice as far as 
poffible to the convenience of the Eaft-Iudia 
Company; we wilh likewife that you would 
remind the Governor General and Council, 
how anxious we are that they fliould make 
application to the court to have fuch of their 
officers excufed from ferving on juries, whofe 
attendances in their feyeral offices cannot be 
difpenfed with, without detriment to the 
affairs of the Company. At the time of the 
application to us from the different fervants to. 
be excufed from ferving on juries, we men¬ 
tioned how impdffible it was for us to judge 
who it might be neceffary toexcule, and whom 
not That we might err on-the right fide, 
and not prejudice the affairs of the Company, 
We were obliged to be liberal in allowing the 
excufe made ; but we have lince found that 
feveral of the perfons excufed have fince owned, 
that there was little or no excufe for them, 


and that they did not expeft it, but thought, 
when they law others excufed, tbev might 
put in their claim : we cannot do this in future, 
and therefore are very follicitous to be in¬ 
formed by the Governor General' and Coun¬ 
cil, what fervants they wilh to have exempted 
from ferving on juries, that neither the bufi¬ 
nefs of the Court, nor that of the Company, 
may buffer. The purpofe for which the books 
were defired to be produced was to difcredic 
Shaik ear Mahomed, who, as the Count'd for 
the Crown Hated, had been guilty of perjury- 
before the Council, and had been by them 
cenfured for the fame. The Court was of

There was no at¬ 
tempt to prove that the direflion of the co- 
vers were of the fame hand-writing with the 
Letters tbemfelves, or that ' they were the 
hand-writing of Bollakey Dofs, or of any of 
his writers. If this was allowed, any evi¬ 
dence might be fabricated, to ferye all p.ur- 
pofes. Letters' in England have the figna- 
tnre of the writer,, and his hand-writing may 
be proved : it is- impoffible thefe could be 
given in evidence.

Confeffions of this na¬ 
ture are undoubtedly fufpicious; and to which, 
except there are matters to corroborate them, 
you fhould be very cautious in giving too much 

“ Nothing any ways extraordinary in Co-

You have 
been refidenc long in the Country: fome I fee 
who were born here ; you know how far it is 
true, therefore I leave it intirdy to you. 

Mr. Brix has communicated to me the fol¬ 
lowing obfervations : 

“ Improbability of the Borid’s being forged, 
“ from its being conditional only; for which 
“ there could be no neceffity if it was forged, 
“ as it rendered the obligation lefs ftroug, 
“ without any apparent reafon.” 

It certainly would have been as eafy to 
have forged an abfolute Bond. But there is 
no evidence when the Bond was forged, if it- 
was forged : it might have been after the 
payment of the debt due to Bullakee Dots ; 
it might be to give an air of probability to 
it. But this is matter proper for you to judge 

“ From the circumftance mentioned therein 
“ of the jewels being fobbed, as that very 
“ circumftance leffens the value of the obli- 
“ gation, it might entitle the deceafed or 
“ his reprefentatives to relief in equity,” 

This’circumftance of mentioning the jeWels 
.'s-undoubtedly one that makes the tranfaffion 
very fufpicious, as there is no evidence given 
of any lofs of jewels; and indeed the evi¬ 
dence .that has been produced on that head 
goes a great way to prove that no fuch jewels 
bad ever been loft. It is ingenious to turn 
this to the advantage of the Prifonet. You 
will determine whether it can be fo applied. 

Thefe are the obfervations made by the 
Prifoher’s Counfel: you will confider them, 
together with the obfervations I have fubmit- 
tea to yon upon them. 

I lhall now make fome’ few obfervations on 
the evidence, both on the part of the Crown

Attempts were made to bring this to the 
knowledge of Mohun Perfaud ; and if it did 
exill, and was in the knowledge of Mohun 
Perfaud, this profecution is moft horrid and 
diabolical. Mobui'. Perfaud is guilty of a 
crime, in my apprehenfion, of a nature more 
horrid than murder. 

But, I own, what paiTed after the Connfel 
for the Prifoner had clofed his evidence, has 
very much weakened the confidence I had in 
Kilfen Juan Dofs. The Counfel did not de- 
lire that he (hould be called, affigning as is 
ufual for their reafon, that they had forgot to 
examine to any particular point which was 
contained in their inftruffions'; but we are 
informed that the Maha Rajah had fotnethiiig 
to fay, All that he fays is, That he defires 
Kiffen Juan Dofs may be further interrogated 
as to the Kurfa. Nama. The quefiion then is 
immediately put to him, Whether he ever ex¬ 
plained the Kurfa Nama to Mohun Perfaud?

When he is examined'to the reafon of his

“ it in evidence, becaufe afraid of Mohun 
“ Perfaud.” Mohun Perfaud is a great man. 
He was not afraid to write the letter. He did 
not !hew the letter to Mohun Perfaud : why 
Ihouk! he be afraid to infert this circuinflance?. 
IF he now Hands in fo much fear of Mohun j 
Perfaud as not to mention this in his evidence, 
was he fo much afraid of him when he vo- 
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AH this fear arifes from no .recent threat: 
it is in ccnfequence of a converfatien at the 
diftance of feme years. 

It is for you to determine how far he really 
(lands in awe of Mohun Perfaud, and what 
the effects of that intimidation was when he 
delivered his evidence. 

It is firange, as the witnefs was fo often 
■examined, and fo particularly to this Kurfa 
Nama, that Maha Rajah Nundocomar never 
before fuggefted this matter‘to his Counfel. 

If this hitter part of Kiffen Juan’s evidence 
is true, he malt be either (guilty of perjury 
or very ftrong prevarication in his for mer _e vi- 
dence. Being asked as to Periaud 

and Gungabiffeti’s knowledge of the entry 
made 'from the Kurfa : Nama ? He fays, “ I 
“ cannot fay that Mohun Perfaud and Gnn- 
“ gabiffen knew of it at'the time of-.the entry; 
“ they knew of it afterwards. How can I tell 
“ when they knew of it firft ? They muft 
" have known it from the papers in the De- 
“ wanny-Audaulet; they were all called for 
“ there. I lliould tell, if I knew Gungabiffen 
“ or Mohun Perfaud knew of the entry.” 

I-Ie muff have known it was more material 
to prove that they knew of the Kurfa Nama 
itfclf, in which the particulars of the account 
which formed the fum in the entry were wrote, 
and which Bollakey Dofs had figned. But 
he prefently afterwards pofitively fays, That 
Mohun Perfaud and Gungabiffen were not ac¬ 
quainted with the accounts. 

In another part'of his evidence, he fays 
to Pudmohun Dofs, “ Make my mind eafy 
“ about the Bond we are now paying, or (for 
“ there was a doubt in the interpretation) 
'“■which we have paid.” 

The time that this explanation was made 
at Maha Rajah Nundocomar’s is not afeer- 
tained; but irmnft have been before the pay¬ 
ment of the Bond ; for afterwards it could be 
of no nfe. If then Kilfen Juan Dofs had be¬ 
fore feen this Kurfa Nama, and explained it 
to Mohun Perfaud, why did he demand rliat 
his mind fliould be made eafy about the Bond ? 
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and how was it made eafy, only by the pro- 
du&ion of a paper that he had feen be¬ 
fore ? 

I am much hurt, to be obliged to make 
thefe obfervations on the evidence of a man 
that I entertained fo good an opinion of. I 
muft defire you to recoiled!, with regard to 
this obfervation, and every one that I fubmit 
to you, that you are to make no farther ufe 
of them, than as they coincide with your 
opinions and obfervations; and when they do 
not, you ihould rejefl: them; for it is you, 
not I, that are to decide upon the evidence. 

Attempts were made, by means of Mono- 
■hun and other Witneffes, to impeach Mohun- 
perfaud, by particular facls, of attempts to 
luuorn,-*n'd by general charafter. You muft 
judge how far they have fucceeded. They 
totally failed in the fame attempts, as to Co- 
■maul O Deen. 

It is to beobferved, likewife, that noperfon 
has been called to impeach the Witueffes 
"brought by the Defendant. 

There are many obfervations to be made in 
•favour of the Prifoner; and I am fure your 
■humanity will prompt you to enforce them, as 
far as they will bear. 

I before faid, that the defence, if believed, 
was a full refutation of the charge ; it is not 
only fo, but it muft fix an indelible mark of 
•infamy on the Profecutor. 

There are four pofitive Witueffes of the 
•aflual execution of the Bond by Bollakey 
Dofs. 

In oppofition to Comaul’s evidence, there 
■are as many to prove, that the Witnefs atteft- 
ing was another Comaul. 

Matheb Roy was not mentioned by the 
evidence for the Crown. Four Witneffes faw 
him atteft it; and two other Witneffes, one of 
them his brother, likewife prove that there 
was fuch a perfon. 

In oppofition to Rajah Nobkiffen and Pat- 
dock, who fwear the name Sillabut to the. 
Bond, is not of Sillabut’s hand-writing; four 
Witneffes fwear pofitiveiy to the having feen 
diim write it. ■ * - 
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Much depends in this profecution on the 
evidence of Mohun Perfaud : you muft judge 
how far his credit has been fliaken : moft of 
ou know him; you muft determine How far 
e deferves credit; and how probable it is, 
that he-would, through malice, or any other 
corrupt motive, accufe an innocent perfon of 
a capital crime. If you think hint capable 
of it, you Ihould not give the ieaft attention 
to his evidence. He fwore pofitiveiy to the 
Bond produced by Maha Rajah Nundoccmar, 
and for which the Company’s Bonds were 
given, being the fame Bond that was pro¬ 
duced in evidence; he faid, he knew it from 
circumftances, but did not explain what thofe 
circumftances were; this I mention as going 
to his credit only ; for the whole defence pro¬ 
ceeds on indentifyiug this Bond, and proving 

You will judge how far he is contradifted 
by Kiffen Juandofs, as to the army books; and 
which of the two are to be believed. 

An imputation was attempted to be thrown 
on Mohun Perfaud, for preventing Gunga 
Vifier from attending, who was faid to be 
able and willing to appear as a Witnefs: but 
that has been cleared up, to the full fatisfac- 
tion of us; and, Ido not doubt, to your fatif- 
faflion likewife. He could noc be called by 
the profecutor, on account of his intereft; and 
no prejudice Ihould accrue to the Prifoner, for 
not calling him, for the fame reafon. 

The Counfel for the Prifoner have urged 
the hardlhip of this profecution being brought 
at this diftance of time. You have heard 
when Mohun Perfaud firft fufpefted the for¬ 
gery ; and when, by Comaul’s declaration, he 
had reafon to be confirmed in the fufpi- 

You have heard, when the Papers were de¬ 
livered out of the Court ; if there has been 
any defigned delay, and you think Mohun 
Perfaud had it in his power to carry on an 
effeffual profecution before he has ; it is a 
great hardlhip to Maha Rajah Nundocomar, 
efpecially as the Witneffes to the Bond are all 
dead ; unci you ought -to confidev this among 
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ihe other circumfhnces which are in his fa¬ 
vour. Though, to be fure, this hardfhip is 
much cii-ntiniftied, as there were fo manyWit- 
seifes Hill alive, who were prefent at the ex- 

T'liere are two pieces of written evidence 
relied on by the Prifoner : one, the entry in 
the book from the Karra Narna, on account 
of the agreement of the turns ; and you will 
find that the Aims faid by KifTen Juan Dofs 
to be contained in the Kurra Nama; viz. 

Durbar cxpences 6,000 R° 

Bond Bntta and premium. 69,630 7 

Do amount to the fum of 75,630 7 
which is the fum in the entry. 

The other is the account delivered by Mc- 
fcon- Perfaud and Pudmohun Dofs, fubfequent 
to thenccount delivered in by Pudmohun Dofs,. 
jn which Pudmohun Dofs had taken credit for 
this fum ; and the fubfequent account likewife 
contain it; 

I do not think, much can be drawn from this, . 
for the fums had, as-Mohnn Perfaud fays, 
been .paid, and therefore they certainly would 
take-credit for them, to prevent their being 
charged with- them;., this they would do, 
were the monies properly or improperly 

There is certainly great improbability that a 
man of Maha Rajah Nundocomar’s rank and 
fortune Jhould be guilty of fo mean an offence . 
for fo final! a Aim of money. 

It is more improbable,-as he is proved to 
have patronized and behaved with great kind- 
nefs to Bollakey Dofs in his life-time, that, he 
ihould immediately after his deceafe plunder, 
the widow and relations of his friend. 1 

There does- likewife appear to have been a 
fuit in the Audaulet, which mull have been a : 
Civil fuit; but it does not indeed appear that 
Mohun Perfaud was a party; and, indeed, ’ 
for what reafon 1 know not, neither fide have 1 
thought fit to produce the proceedings. .1 
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I have made fuch obfervations on the evi¬ 
dence as the bulk of it, and the few minutes 
1 had to recolleft myfelf, would allow me to- 
make. 

You will confider the whole with that can¬ 
dour, impartiality, and attention, which has 
been fo vifible in every one of you du- 
: ring the many days you have fat on this 
caufe.. 

You will confider on which fide the weight 
of evidence lies; always remembering, that 
in Criminal, and more efpecially in Capital 
cafes, you muft not weigh the evidence in. 
golden feales; there ought to be a great differ¬ 
ence of weight in the oppofite fcale before 
you find the Prifoner Guilty. In cafes of 
Property, the flake on each fide is-^gual, and 1 
the leaft preponderance of evidence ought to 
turn the fcale; but in a Capital cafe, as there, 
can be nothing of equal value to life, you 
Ihould be thoroughly- convinced, that there 
does not remain a poffibility of innocence be¬ 
fore you give your verdift again# the Pri¬ 
foner. 

The nature of the defence in. this cafe, is 
fuch, that, if it is not believed, it muft prove 
fatal to the party ; for if you do not believe 
it, you determine, drat it is fupported by 
Perjury,, and that of an aggravated kind, as 
it attempts to fix perjury and fubornation of 
perjury 011 the - Profecutor and. his Wit- 
nefles. 

You will again and-again confider the cha- 
radter of the Profecutor and his Witneffes, the 
diftance of the profecution. from the time the 
offence is fuppofed to be committed, the- 
proof and nature of the confeffions faid to be 
made by the Prifoner, his rank and fortune.. 
Thefe are all- reafons to prevent your giving a: 
hafty and precipitate belief to the- charge 
brought again# him ;■ but, if you believe the 
fails fworn again# him to be true, they can¬ 
not alter the nature of the fails themfelves.. 
Your fenfe of Juftice, and your own feelings, 
will not allow.you to convift the Prifoner, un- 
lefs your confciences are fully fatisfied beyond 
all doubt of hi*. Guilt.. If they are not, you- 
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will bring in that verdict, which, from the die -1 thoroughly convinced of his being'Guilty, no 
rates of humanity, you will be inclined to confideration, I am fure, will prevail on you 
give; but, fliould your confciences be | not to give a verdift according to your oaths.

A CONSPIRACY againft WARREN HASTINGS, E% 


Calcutta, April 20th, 1775. 


O N the 19th Inftant, about nine in the 
morning, Comaul O Deen Alii Cawn, 
the Farmer of Hedgelee, came to Mr. Haf- 
tings, with a complaint againft Mr. Jofeph 
Fowke, for having extorted from him, by 
violence, accufations againft Mr. Haftings and 
other perfons. The particulars of his ftory 
will be related at large in his depofition. 
He faid, he had that inftant made his efcape 
from the hands of Fowke and Nundocomar. 
His jammah was torn, his face pale, and he 
was, or appeared to be, out of breath. Mr. 
Haftings told him, he could afford him no re- 
drefs; and referred him to the Chief Juftice. 
He went. The Chief Juftice, having heard 
the complaint, fummoned the other Judges to 
meet him in the evening; and late that night 
Mr. Haftings received the following Letter 
from them :

On tile 13th of December laft, Coinaul ul 
Deen Ally Cawn delivered to your Board a 
paper containing many faifities injurious to 
my reputation; which I refuted upon my 
oath, and the oaths of two other perfons. He 
has now put another paper into my hands, 
which I take the liberty ofinclofing to you 
for my further justification. In this paper 
it is pretended, that the Governor General 
was active beyond the limits of Juftice to 
forward a charge tending to my difhonour. If 
it contains a calumny, I Ihall rejoice to hear 
! that the author’ has a brand of infamy let 
upon him, as a public warning to all calum¬ 
niators and detractors. But, whatever may 
be the Blue of the inquiry, it is evident that 
the Governor General once thought Comaui 
O Deen Ally Cawn a perfon whofe tefti- 
mony was 'not to be rejected when againft 
me ; and therefore I hope I may be indulged 
in a requeft, that the recantation of Comaul 
AllyO Deen may have a place on the re¬ 
cords as well as his former accufation. Con- 
icious of the refpeCt I owe to Government, I 
cannot mention the Governor General’s name 
without pain, though effcntially neceffary to 
my own particular jollification. 

I have further the honour to inclofe a paper 
which Comaul Aliy O Deen Cawn declares 
to have been the firft account which he- 
wrote with his own free will.

Graham’s Moonihy, and related to him the I 
converfation that had palled at Mr. Fowke’s.l 
Sudder O Been, “ I comprehend the affair:! 
“ it is proper you Ihould relate this to Gunga! 
“ Govin Sing, Dewan of the Calcutta Coimnit- 
“ tee.” I replied, “ What is the good of re- 
“ lating this to the Dewan ? do you yourfelf 
“ relate to the Dewan whatever you think 
“ proper, but pay attention to my advantage 
“ and intereft : my affairs wear a very fevere 
“ afpeft with refpeft to adminiftration, and I 
“ am in great difficulties.” On the igth Pag-| 
hoon, I went to Dewan Govin Sing, and related; 
the converfation to him ; to which he made no I 
reply, but went t.o the Durbar. On the 20th 1 
Paghoon, at 12 o’clock, Moonihy Sudder O; 
Deen ferit for me, and told me, that the inter- j 
rogations put to me by Mr. Fowke, and myj 
anfwer upon the fubject of the Tecka Colin- j 
ries of fait, had been related to Mr. Graham : 
by Dewan Govin Sing; that Mr. Graham, j

having perufedf.tg.-lie told me to fhew it to 
Gunga Govin Sing, and make whatever deduc¬ 
tions and additions he ihould diretft me; and 
added, “ What I now tell you, is by the direc- 
“ tioa of Mr. John Graham.” I fnewed the 


I petition to Govin Sing; who told me to write 
it in this manner: That Mr. Fowke, in the bu- 
jlinefs of the Tecka Coilaries. had asked me 
how much I had given as douceurs to the Eng- 
! liffi Gentlemen, and how much to the natives 
in power, threatening me with fevere puniffi- 
ment if I did not declare: I replied, “That 
“ Mr. Fowke did not fay fo to me; and if 
“ there Ihould be any iufpicion of faifehoocl 
“ in the petition, my oath would be requir- 
“ ed:” Gunga Govin anl’wcred, “ Go you to 
“ Moonihy Sudder O Deen, and ask his ad-' 

" vice, and I will follow you.” Whilfl I was 
relating this conrerfstion to Sudder O Deen 
at his houfe, Gunga Govin came in: after • 
forae converfation betwixt them, they told me, 
that I Ihould not have to fivear; and that I 
need be under no apprehenfions on that ac¬ 
count : having no rcfource, I complied with 
the Mconihy’s and Dewan’s defire, went borne 
and wrote the petition, which I kept by me: 
on the 26th Paghoon, Gunga Govin Sing faid 
to me, “ You have not yet delivered the peti- 
“ tion, and Mr. Graham is very angry about 
“ it; you ought to go immediately to the Go- 
“ vernor, deliver your petition, and wait upon 
:c Mr. Graham to-morrow, with the account 
‘ of yourhaving done fo, and I will be at Mr. 

‘ Graham’s houfe at that time too.” I went 
immediately to the Governor, and prefented 
the petition I had prepared. When the Gover¬ 
nor had read it, he faid to me, “ You have 

“ from what Mr. Graham related it to me;” 

I anftvered, “ That I had not mentioned any 
“ thing of it to Mr. Graham :” the Governor 
replied, “ Mr. Graham informed me, that Mr. 
Fowke toid you to declare what you pre- 
1 feuted to the Gentlemen, and what to the 
Mutfuddies; and that, if you did not, you 
, Ihould be well punilhed.” From the fear 
j that Mr. Graham’s honour might fuller ; “ I 
I anfwered, “ That I would correft the petition 
I “to the manner in which Mr. Graham had 
“ related to his Honour, and bring it the day 
“ following. The Governor replied, “ You 
“ muft not put it off till to-morrow, write 
“ your petition immediately in this place.” I 
[faid, “ That I had not my Moonihy with me-,” 
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the Governor snfwered, “ My Moorifhy is at 
!t hand, diftate to him, and let him write what 
“ Mr Graham faid.” I was thus conflrained 
to indite this petition to the Governor’s Moon- 
fhy, which I delivered, when finiflied, to the 
Governor; but I obtained no copy of it. I 
then declared to him, that a falfe oath would 
exting-uifh the light of my religion: if there 
fbould be any interrogations made to me re- 
fpefting the petition, I could not take an oath 
to it: after hearing this, he difmiffed me. I 
went on the 27th Paghoon to Hoolhear Jung 
(Mr. Vanfittart) ; gave him the account of the 
petition I had delivered to the Governor, con¬ 
cerning the converfation at Mr. Fowke’s, and 
told him, that, if I were to be limply interro¬ 
gated upon it, it was very well; if my oath 
fliould be required, that 1 would not give it. 
I liketvife [aid the fame to Maha Raja RoyBuI- 
lub. I have, in this addrefs, related the truth 
of thistranfaftion: and God’s pleafure be done 
with refpeft to the determination of the Ho¬ 
nourable Governor and Council upon it. I 
have no other fupport but God and his Pro¬ 
phet, and the Gentlemen of the Council; from 
the commencement of Mahawbut Jung’s time 
to the prefent, I have afted uprightly, and 
have never before any of the fucceffive Rulers 
of this Country uttered an untrue or unbe¬ 
coming word. I have here related the truth, 
and (hall intrude no further.

Comaul Alii Cawn will 
determine, whether he cimfes to proceed on 
thefe Petitions or nor: he has never counter¬ 
manded his former order; but, as he may not 
ferupie to fay falfely that I aft without his 
privity and content, I beg leave to inform 
you, my foie intention in laying thefe papers 
before you is, that they may be fafely depo- 
fited in your hands, in cafe it fliould be thought 
necelfary hereafter to refer to them, on a 
charge of confpiracy exhited againfl me by 
Comaul Alii Cawn, for which 1 arn bound to 
hold up my hand at the Bar at the next Sef- 
ftons of Oyer andTerminer and GaolDelivery; 
the Honourable Warren Haftings Governor 
General, and George Vanfittart Efquires, being 
my profecurors: Befides thefe Gentlemen, I 
was charged with a confpiracy againft Richard 
Barwcll Efquire, the Rajah Bullub, and Baboo 
Kifhen Kttnt, as will appear in the fummons 
iffued by the Chief Juftice, and Jtiftices of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature, dated the 19th 
day of April 1775. At the clofe of the evi¬ 
dence, on the oath of Comaul Alii Caun, 
Richard Barwell Efquire waved his demand 
for a bail; but faid, he fliould profecute, or 
not, as future circumftanees. might appear 
The Rajah Bullub and Baboo Kiftien Kunr, as 
I underftand, withdrew their profecution en¬ 
tirely; being now to rife or fall by the Laws 
of my; Country, I {hall fay nothing at this 
time 
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time, to influence any man either to my con¬ 
demnation or acquittal, leaving Truth to find 
.its way.

In the Bengal year n8r, at the end of the 
month Maugb, I farmed, from the Gentlemen 
of the Calcutta Committee, all the fait works 
in the Purgunnahs of Keura’ Ma’l, &c. Man- 
jeh Mooteth, and. Docodumna, &c. in the 
diftrift of Hedgelee, for four years, at an 
agreement of 100,000 maunds of fait, to be 
delivered at twice, at 100 rupees; and I 
received in advance upon the account 60,500 
rupees out of that fum; the Dewan Gunga 
Govin Sing, by an underhand fettlement, per- 
fuaded me to give him 26000 rupees, upon 
this agreement, that whatever quantity of fait 
I could contrive to make more than the fpeci- 
fied 100,000 maunds, he would caufe it to be 
given up on the part of Government, fo that 
I fhould have an opportunity of difpofing of 
that fait wherever I fhould ebufe, and the 
profits fhould be for myfelf. Upon this agree¬ 
ment, Gunga Govin Sing received from me, 
the fir ft time, 15000 rupees in mohurs, upon 
this underhand fettlement. In the month of 
Jeyt, I made a demand upon the Dewan to 
have the fait given up; the Dewan did not 
give up the fait, but forcibly took from me 
15000 rupees more, on account of the under¬ 
hand fettlement; I was therefore unable to 
pay up -the advance of the falc-works without 
a balance. Thofe falt-workers now bring their 


claims againft me, and endeavour to lay their 
complaints before the Huzzoor. I have been 
very importunate with the Dewan ; and have 
reprefented to him, that I am poor, and am 
not able to fulfil my obligations for the afore- 
faid fum, and have intreated him to fettle ir; 
but he pays no regard to me; and 1 am utterly 
at a lofs where to raife the money, to com- 
pleat the inveftment. I humbly requeft, that 
the aforefaid Dewan may be fummoned; and, 
upon the juftice of my claim being eftabliflied, 
that he may be ordered to return my money, 
with the intereft due to my creditors upon it, 
that I may be releafed from the importuni¬ 
ties of the falt-workers and my other creditors, 
and have leifure to compleat the Government’s 
inveftment.

In the year n8oI Villafly, when the Bun- 
dobuftt of the farms took place, a Daroga of 
the Audaulet tctheHidgeleeDiftruft was ap¬ 
pointed from the Prefence; upon condition 
that he fhould not have any thing to do with 
farming, but fliould confine himfelf to the 
diftribution of Juftice, in difputes concerning 
property, and in caufes of murder and rob- 
'bery; and that the Officers of the Farmers 
fliould fit with him in the Cutcherry. ’On 
thefe terms, Ram Ram Bhofe was appointed, 
on the part of Mr. William Lufhington, and 
went into the faid diftrift, where he examined 
in that appointment for the fpace of one year, 
and did not interfere in the farming buftnefs; 
and even confulted with the officers of the 
Farmer, in'the determining matters of pro¬ 
perty. He did not interfere, in any manner, 
with the farming bufmefs. On account of 
unfeafonable rains that year, there was a de¬ 
ficiency of many thoufand maunds of fait. In 
the year 1181, on the difmiffion of Ram Ram 
Bhofe, Muddun Gopaul was appointed in his 
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place i and, within two or three months after 
his arrival, had committed fuch oppreffions as 
produced complaints to the Prefence againft 
him from great numbers of the Reiots ; and 
there were great deficiencies in the quantity 
of fait made; and the Salt'Baugas were not 
opened at the proper feafon. Afterwards 
Dewan Gunga Govin Sing difmiffed Mnddun 
Gopaul, and fent Roop Ram on his own part 
there, who arrived at the end of Chite, and 
exercifed great opprefiions on the Salt Reiots. 
He kept the SaicTavildars and Kialandars two 
months in chains, and collected 3800 rupees 
from them and others in the name of Dewan 
Gunga Govin Sing. Having given fiich 
flints collufively, how could they, without 
plundering the fait, make good their revenue? 
The faid Kialandars entered falfe. records in 
the Duftur, and delivered the fait at fuch a 
fliort weight, that the furplus, which was 
eftabli filed at 5+ M“ per hundred maunds, 
did not amount to to maunds. He now de¬ 
mands from my Renter, on account of the 
deficiency of the overplus of fait, fixty ru¬ 
pees for every hundred maunds. In the Pot- 
tah which I obtained from, the Government, 
and in the agreement which I gave, there is 
no fuch condition mentioned. At the fame 
rate at which I deliver it to the Government, 
I receive it from the Reiots; for I received ad¬ 
vances from the Government, and paid them 
to Reiots. The faid Reiots having plundered 
the Salt, and made ftiort deliveries; if I do not 
receive it from the Reiots, from Whence am I 
to give it ? I iffue an order to the faid Dewan, 
.demanding of him on what pretence R'oop 
Piam kept the Kialandars and Tavildars two 
months in chains. No advantage is derived 
from P.oop Ram's remaining in the diftridh; 
but, on the contrary, ruin to the Farmer and 
lofs to the Government. Iam hopeful that 
the Audaulet bufinefs may either be intrufted 
to me, or to the faid Ram Rain Bhofe. It 
Was neceflary, that I ffiould make' this repre- 
fentation to you.

In the month of Bepaack, irSr, Velarplu, 
Rampufand Muckerjee under-farmed the 
Tecka Colanes from me, on account of Ba¬ 
boo Leekenace andNundee giving Mr. Arch- 
deckin as his fecurity. In the month of Chyte 
the faid perfon complained againft me to the 
Gentlemen of- the Council, under pretence of 
a claim upon me for the expencc of working 
fix collaries ; by which I was put under great 
uneafinefs for three months: but after that 
time, having been unable to eftablifh his 
claim by the agreement entered into between 
us, the Committee did not find it valid. In 
the mean time Muckerjee died ; and, during 
eight months afterwards, none of his heirs 
either came nigh me, nor adjufted fettlement 
of the farm, nor delivered the fait, according 
to the agreement executed by the Dewan.. 
The faid Gentleman, under pretence of being 
the fecurity, has fmee, without giving me in¬ 
timation, diftributed the advances in the diffe¬ 
rent Purgunnahs and villages of the Tecka 
Collaries, although I am the perfon who 
farmed them from Government; and the good 
or evil, or the profit or lofs, which may enfue, 
is my concern. By what grant has Mr. Arch-1 
deckin- taken upon himfelf the management 
of this bufinefs, to the prejudice of my affairs? 
The faid Gentleman was fecurity for Muc¬ 
kerjee, and I have demanded upon him. Not- 
withftanding, from a motive of injuftice, he 
has obtained poffeffion in the country, and 
has complained againft me to the’ Council, on 
account of the advances. 

The faid Gentleman having been appointed 
to foperintend the fait bufinefs, upon his ar¬ 
rival in the diftrifl, inftead of living at the 
ufual place, took up his refidence at theTack- 
fiel Cuteherry, and pulled down the old ac¬ 
commodations, and built a new one for him¬ 
felf, after turning out the Officers of the 
S ' Cuteherry. 
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Cutcherry. When the Officers of the Cutcher¬ 
ry have no' place to flay in, what muft the 
charafter of the Farmer be in the country? 
The Zemindar, Reiots, &c. attend chiefly on 
the faid Gentleman; next to him on Ropram, 
and only wait upon the poor Farmer at their 
leifures. The refponlibility lays with the 
Farmer ; but Mr. Archdeckin exercifes an au¬ 
thority : there .cannot be three rulers in one 


diftricl, without occafioning a lofs both to the 
Farmers and the Company. - I am hopeful for 
Juftice,

The Nabob Minauh Dowlah, who was 
ARTICLE I. the inftance of the Governor and Gentlemi 

The Treaty which my Father formerly of the Council appointed Nabob of the Pr- 
toncluded with the Company, upon his firft vinces, and inveded with the management - 
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Mr. Newman. As Counfel on the profe- 
cution again!! Roy Rada Churn (together 
with others) for a Confpiracy again!! the 
Governor General, I cannot but rife to 
oppofe this extraordinary application. 

I underftand the Motion chiefly to be, 
That, Roy .Rada Churn claiming the privi¬ 
leges of an Ambaffador, the Council, by 
their Advocate, moves the Court, that the 
Indictment, for a Confpiracy again!! him, 
may be quaftied; the latter part, at fir!! 
mentioned, of the Profecutors of it being pu- 
r.ifhed, being withdrawn. In fupport of this 
Motion, the following propofmons are urged; 

i ft, The Sovereignty of the Eaft India 
Company. Their power to declare War and 
make Peace; and confequently to receive 
Ambaffadorsfor the latter purpofe. 

ad, That Mubarick ul Dowlah is a So¬ 
vereign Prince, poffeffing the right of fend¬ 
ing Ambaffadors, which right he has al¬ 
ways exercifed; and that he exercifes adls 
of Sovereignty likewife in the following in- 

ift, By keeping a Handing Army. 

2d, And by poffeffing the power of ad- 
miniftradng Criminal Juftice. 

And in behalf of his Excellency, we are 
informed of liis appointment as Vakeel, or 
Public Minifter; his being invefted with all 
the folemniiies ufual on the occafion; the pof- 
feffion of a falary of 900 rupees a month, . 
and being diftinguiflied and received by the 
Governor as an Ambaffador, for that he gave ■: 
him Ottar and Beetle Nutt. In fupport of 
which lad allegations, on behalf of the per- 
fon fent as an Ambaffador, an-affidavit of 
Roy Rada Churn is produced; and we are 
told, that every thing is l'worn to 1711:011 the 
cafe will admit of, which is the only juft 
poiition that has been mentioned, and which 
renders it very unneceffary for me to fay more 
upon the prefent occafion, than taking-up 
the 10k point of right in the perfon fending i 
the Public Minifter; for, if that is not efta- - 
blifhed, the right-of the perfon fent ceafes 
of conrfe; and it is immaterial how far the 
perfons to whom fuch Ambaffador is fent are 


veiled with the power of receiving or treat¬ 
ing with him. 

On the fir!! application of’the Council on 
this occafion, your Lordfhips announced five 
things neceffary to be eftabliftted by affida¬ 
vit, in fupport of the claim on behalf of 
Mubarick ul Dowlah, the perfon fending a 
Public Minifter: 

1 ft, That. Mubarick ul Dowlah is a So¬ 
vereign independent Prince. 

2d, That he is in a fituation to be able to 
make War and Peace with this Settlement. 

3dly,Thathe is Princefs fuijuris. 

4thiy, That he appoints his Minifters, and 
performs all afts of Sovereignty, indepen¬ 
dently, and without the controul of this Go¬ 
vernment. 

5thly, That he is in all negotiations treat¬ 
ed as a Prince/«i juris. 

In fupport of which faGs, inftead of any 
affidavit being produced, the Minifter’s fup- 
pofed Letters of Credence are read ; and a 
Treaty of 21ft March 1770, between the 
Nabob and the Company, exhibited; by the 
latter of which it is very obvious, that the 
two firft requifites for eftablifliing the claim 
are difproved, and the dep.endancy of the 
Nabob on the Company fully eftabliihed. In- 
ftead of being able to make War or Peace 
with this Settlement, the Company agree to 
fupport him in his Subahffiip with their for¬ 
ces, and to allow him an annual ftipend of 
Rupees 3,181,991. 9, which they think pro¬ 
per to make the difpofition of, by fettling 
the expences of his falary, by limiting the 
number of his Peons, Seapoys, &c. They 
ftipulate for the continuance of the then 
Officers and Minifters in their pofts, and ex- ■ 
prefsly appoint one of thofe Minifters to have 
the difpofition (in the manner therein men¬ 
tioned) of one moiety of the money at that 
time allowed him by the Company; which 
ftipend, fo allowed him, was in tiie enfuitig 
year, by order of the Court of Directors, re¬ 
duced to the fum of 1,600,000 rupees per an¬ 
num. Will thefe aQs and power in the Com¬ 
pany fiiew a Sovereign independency in 
Mubarick ul Dowlah, and his being able to 
make War and Peace' with this Settlement ? 

Do 
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Do they not, on the contrary, inconteftably 
prove, not only his dependency on the Com¬ 
pany ; but that, though nominally a Nabob, 
he is in fact no more than an inftrument, and 
maybe deemed an Agent of theirs? It does 
not appear that he ever thought himfelf a 
Sovereign Prince, or till on the prefent occa- 
fion ever conceived he had a right to fend an 
Ambaffador, which he could only now have 
been prompted to by fome friends of Roy 
Rada Churn, in order to lend him an affifting 
hand on fo preffieg an emergency: 

The only prefumptive adt of Sovereignty 
veiled in or exercifed by Mubarick ul Dowlah, 
is his figning the warrants on capital convic¬ 
tions in the Prefidency Audaulet Court, be¬ 
fore they are carried into execution; but even 
this is a delufton : and political motives in the 
Company, when they created thefe Courts, in¬ 
duced them to veil this power in him, which 
will be prefently fully explained; andwefhall 
fheiv the conftituting the Courts, and adminif- 
tering Criminal Juftice, to be Sovereign Afts 
of the Company, and not of tlie Nabob. As 
to the Nabob’s ftanding army, announced as an 
inftance of the Sovereignty of the Nabob, and 
of which; though we are informed by the 
Counfel, there is not one jot of proof; your 
Lordfliips will find his army a very inoffenfive 
one; for it is no other than his Swatry, of 
which the number of Seapoys and Peons is 
limited by the Company : nor can the Nabob 
have occafion for an army, who has no poflef- 
fions to lofe, and who is protected in the place 
he holds by the forces of another power, 
which the Company, by the treaty which has 
been produced, have undertaken to protect 

That Mubarick ul Dowlah is not a Prince 
fui juris, will not bear a moment’s contention. 
His being a Nabob would not make him fuch, 
if he had obtained his Subahiltip by the re¬ 
gular line of appointment from the Mogul, 
whofe officer a Nabob originally was, tempo¬ 
rarily created to fuperintend the affairs of a 
province, and was removeable at pleafure; 
but there has not been a lawful Nabob fince 
the death of Sujah Caun, which happened in 
the year 1735. It is well known that Mu¬ 


barick ul Do-,visit is a fon of Meet Jaffier, 
the Jammada, who was created a Nabob by 
Lord Clive; lfotn which circuouknce, the 
idea of a P tt p ft , cc 1 - n,- ’ - ;

ged that the Company, in their negotiation?, 
have not treated or ever considered Mubarick 

appear the lead proof before the Court, of 
any one of the five requisites declared as 
neceffary to be ellablifhed, or a ground for a 
fuppofition of Sovereignty in the perfon fail 
to create and fend the Public Minifter or Am¬ 
baffador to this Settlement; which renders it 
unneceffary for me to confider how far the 
Company have or have not an unlimited au¬ 
thority for fending or receiving Ambaffadors. 
From the deficiency of evidence in fupport of 
the prefent claim, it is unneceffary on our 
parts to produce the affidavits we have ob¬ 
tained, to difprove what we thought might 
have been attempted to have been fupported; 
but, in order to convince yonr Lordffiips how 
ill-advifed and ill-grounded the claim is, we 
fhall evince, by the affidavits of the Governor 
General and other Gentlemen of the old 
Council, that Mubarick ul Dowlah is every 
way dependent on the Eaft India Company, 
who appoint his officers and fervants, allow 
him an annual ftipend, and theinfelves poffefs 
the entire command of the military power of 
Bengal; that he has neither a Seapoy to com¬ 
mand, an inch of land to enjoy, nor a rupee in 
his treafury, more than what the Company 
may think proper to allow him; and although 
the Criminal Courts were nominally the Courts 
of the Nabob, yet that thefe Courts were 
created by the Company, in the month of 
Augud 1772, by their own authority, with¬ 
out confuking or requiring his concurrence; 
and the mode of the faid Province, fettled by 
the late Frelidenc and Council, to be under 
the infpeclion and controul of the Company’s 

With rcfpefl to Roy Rada Churn, who is 
taught to fwear himfelf a Public Miniller, I 
believe it never entered his imagination be¬ 
fore, that he was more than a common Vakeel; 

4 C 2 nor 
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nor is a Public Minifler ever conftituted by 
that name; for at the court of Delhy, where 
Ambaffadors are received, and a real power is 
paddled of creating them, they are diftin- 
guiilted by the name of Elchee; and by the 
affidavits before mentioned, it will appear 
from Gentlemen long reiident in this country, 
a Vakeel was never looked upon as a 
Public Minuter, or entitled to the rights of an 
Ambaffador: but even fuppofing, for a mo¬ 
ment, the creation Was legal and regular, and 
Hoy Rada Churn actually had been a Public 
Minifter appointed in the year 177a, it ap¬ 
pears, and is admitted, that be was difiniffed 
lay the Nabob as an idle fellow on the 3d of 
April, 1775, and < 3 not re-admitted till Home 
time in May following. Ill the intermediate 
time between his difmiffion and re-appoint¬ 
ment, the crime for which he is indifted Was 
committed, difeovered, and a profecution for 
it actually commenced; fo that his Excellency’s 
Ambaffadoriai claim, if there was aground for 
it would Hand him in no [lead oil the pre- 
font occafion, and it only expoles the wilhes of 
thofe who prompted him to nmke it. i there¬ 
fore hope your Lordihips will difmifs the 
Motion, with cofts. 

Mr. Brix. Mr. Newman has. fo fully ob- 
ferved on the infufficiency of the evidence 
produced in fopport of the claim, that 1 think 
it unneceffary to add any thing to what he 
has Laid on that head. I (hall therefore pro¬ 
ceed to point out the definition of an Ambaffa- 
dor, as I find it laid down in the books, which 
will incomeftbly prove that Roy Rada Churn 
cannoc be confidered in that light; and then 
proceed to (hew, from the nature of the Mogul 
Government, how far the Nabob Mubariek ul 
Dowlah comes under the defeription of a 
Sovereign independent Prince. 

Ambaffador is a perfon lent by one Sove¬ 
reign to another, with authority, by Letter 
of Credence, to treat upon affairs of State. 
Coke, 4 Inft. 153. 

It is therefore requifite, that the perfon 
who calls himfelf Ambaffador ftiould be fent 
by a King, or Abfolute Potentate or State; 
and that he ftiould have Letters' of Credence 
from the Sovereign by whom he is fent, con¬ 


taining bis appointment and inftruftions. 
Coke, 4 Inft. 153. 

Therefore one who hath not Sovereign au¬ 
thority cannot fend an Ambaffador to another, 
lb. Grotius de B. & P. 1. ii. c. 18. § 2. 

No fubjeft, though he be very great; nor 
a Viceroy, in whom it would be high treafon. 
When the Scots (inconfuho Principe) fent 
Lowdcn and others to Lewis XllL to treat 
in the name of the whole nation for affiftancc, 
he would not receive them. Queen Elizabeth, 
in like manner, refufed to receive Chriftopher 
Affonvillc, fent to her in quality of Minifler 
of Stare from the Duke of Alva, then Gover¬ 
nor of Flanders, he having no Commiffioa 
or Credentials from the King of Spain. 
Molloy, de Jure Mar. 120. 

It is the aflual exercife of Sovereignty that 
gives the right of fending Ambaffadors; in- 
fomuch that Kings, that are conquered in a 
declared open war, lofe that right, together 
with other privileges. Grot. ib. 

The principal rights of Sovereignty of 
which the Subah Mubariek ul Dowlah muff 
be poffeffed, to give him fuck a relation with 
refpefl; to the India Company as to enable 
him to fend any perfon with the privilege of- 
an Ambaffador to this Prefidency; are, ift. 
That he is a Sovereign independent Prince: 
adly, That he is in a filiation to make Peace 
and War with the Settlement: 3dly, That he 
appoints all his Minifters, and exercifes all 
afls of Sovereignty, independent of any other 
power, and without the controul of this Go¬ 
vernment; and laftly, that he is in all nego¬ 
tiations confidered and treated as Princeps 
fui juris. Let us fee how far the Subah 
Mubariek ul Dowla comes under this de¬ 
feription. 

Whatever the forms of Government in this, 
country may have been in earlier times, it 
is notorious, that, fmee the eftabliflament of 
the Mogul Empire, Bengal hath been a Pro-, 
vince thereof. The Subah of Bengal, during 
the time that the Empire continued to main¬ 
tain its original vigour and ftrength, was no 
more than the King’s Viceroy or Governor of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa: as fitch, lie had 
the command of the military, forces for the 
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defence of the Provinces, and the adminiftra- 
tion of Criminal Juftice. The branch of the 
revenue and juftice in civil matters was in- 
-^Trufted to a diftinft office independent of the 
“ ~Subah, viz. the Dewan of the Empire. In 
progrefs of time, as the Empire weakened, 
the Subahs grew (Longer, and appropriated 
to themfelves the revenue of the Provinces; 
but even in the weakeft Rate of the Empire, 
the Subahs always acknowledged the Emperor 
as their Sovereign, ftyled themfelves their fer- 
vants, and took the inveftitures of the Pro¬ 
vinces from them. 

It is, therefore, by ufurpau'on only that 
they at any time exercifed the rights of So¬ 
vereignty; but thefe, I apprehend, entirely 
ceafed with the expulfion of Meer Coffim Ally 
Cawn. Meer Jaffier, whom the Company 
placed in the Nazimut, had only a fhadotv 
of pow'er, and not even that fiiadow remained 
with either of his children. 

The prefent Subah Mubarick ul Dowlah is 
fo far from being an independent Prince, that 
he is in all things dependent on the Englifh 
government. They alone receive the reve¬ 
nues of the Province; he only a penlion of 
i <5 lack of rupees for his fupport: fo far from 
being in a fituation to make Peace and War, 
he cannot even raife the fmalleft body of 
troops, nor hath he the appointment of any 
officers. It is in evidence before the Court on 
a late trial, that Rajah Goordafs Roy received 
the inveftitureof Dewan to liis houfehold from 
Mr. Haftings, when at the head of the late 
Adminiftration, and the fame hath been con¬ 
firmed by the prefent Governor General and 

The late Aft of Parliament, and the Char¬ 
ter by which the Supreme Court is efta- 
blilhed, clearly evince, that, in the eyes of 
the Bririfli Legiflature, the Provinces of Ben¬ 
gal, Bahar, and Oriffa, are conlidercd as a 
conquered country, in which the Conque¬ 
ror hath a right to introduce his Laws, and 
make them obeyed. How can he be called a 
Sovereign independent Prince, whofe fubjefts 
are at liberty to evade his Civil or Criminal 
Jurifdiftion, by becoming direftly or indireftly 
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the fervauts of the Engliili Company, or of any 
Britifh fubjeft? 

Affidavit of Warren Hastings Efq ; Governor 
General of Bengal. 

This Deponent maketh oath, and faith, 
That the late Prefident and Council did, on 
or about the month of Auguft 1772, by 
their own authority, appoint Mance Begum, 
relift of the late Nabob Meer jaffier Ally 
Cawn, to be guardian of the prelent Nabob 
Mubarick u! Dowla; and Raja Goordafs, lbn of 
Malta Raja Nundocotuar, to be Dewan of the 
faid Nabob’s houfehold, allowing to the faief 
Manee Begum a falary of 140,000 rupees per 
annum ; and to the faid Raja Goordafs, for liitn- 
felf and officers, a falary of 100,000 rupees 
per annum. That the fail late Prelident and' 
Council did, on or about the month of Auguft 
1772, plan and conftitute regular and diftinft 
Courts of juftice, civil and criminal, by their 
own authority, for adminiftration of juftice to 
the inhabitants throughout Bengal, without 
confuhing the faid Nabob, or requiring his. 
concurrence; and that the faid Civil Courts 
were made folely dependent on the Prefidency 
of Calcutta; and the fakl Criminal Courts were 
put under the infpeftion and controul of the 
jCompany’s fervanrs, although oftenfibly under 
the name of the Nazim, as appears from the 
following extrafts from the plan of the admi¬ 
niftration of juftice, conftituted by the Prefi¬ 
dent and Council. 

Article I. That in each diftrift (hall be 
eftablilhed twff Courts of Judicature ; one by 
the name of the Mufuflhl Sudder Audauiet, or 
Provincial Court of Dewannee, for the cogni¬ 
zance of Civil Caufes, the other by the name 
of Plioufdance Audauiet, or Court of Phouf- 
dance, for the trial of all Crimes and Mifds- 
meanors. 

Article IV. That in the Phoufdance Aud¬ 
auiet, the Cauree and Mufice of the diflriG, 
and two Moulewys, fliall fit to expound the 
Law, and determine how tar the delinquent 
(hall he guilty of a breach thereof; but that- 
the Collector fliall alfo make it his bulineft to 
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attend to the proceedings of the Court, fo far 
as to fee that all necelfary evidences are fum- 
moned and examined; that due weight is 
.allowed to their teftimony; and that the deci- 
iion part is fair and impartial, according to the 
proofs exhibited in the courfe of the trial; 
and that no caufes fhall be heard or tried, 
but in the open Court regularly affembled. 

Article V. Thar, in like manner, tivo Su¬ 
preme Courts, of Jullice Iha.ll be eftabliflied 
■at the chief Seat of Government, the one 
tinder the denomination of the Dewanee Sud- 
der Audaulet, and the other the Niramut 
Sudder Audaulet. 

Article vil. That a Chief Officer of Juf- 
tice, appointed on the part of Nazim, fhall 
prefide in the Nizamut Audaulet, by the title 
.of Darroga Audaulet, affifted by the Chief 
Cauzee, the Chief Muftee, and three capable 
Mouluoys; that their duty fhall be to re- 
wife ail proceedings of the Phoufdance Aud¬ 
aulet in capital cafes, by (ignifying their ap¬ 
probation or difapprobation thereof, with their 
Teafons at large, to prepare the fentence for 
the warrant of the Nazim, which fhall be re¬ 
turned into the Mofuffiill, and there carried I 
in execution. That, with refpefl to this Court, 
a fimilar controul fliall be lodged in the Preft- 
■dent and Council, as is veiled in the Colleftors I 
of the diftri£k; fo that the Company’s Admi- 
niltracion, in charafler of the King’s Dewan, 
may be fatisfied that the decrees of jullice, on 
which both the welfare and fafety of the 
country fo materially depends, are not injured 
or perverted by the effecls of partiality or 

And the hid Deponent further faith, That 
lie believes the above to be true extrafte from 
the faid plan of adminiftration of jullice, as 
entered into the confutations. 

The faid Deponent further faith, That the 
management of the Revenues of the faid Pro¬ 
vince of Bengal has for fome years pall been, 
and now is, entirely in the hands of the Eall 
India Company, and their Reprefentatives in 
this country, without the fmalieft participa¬ 
tion of the laid Nabob. And this Deponem : 
further faith, That, in confequence of orders 
from the Court of Direflors, dated in April 
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1771, the annual ftipend allowed to the faid 
Nabob Mubarick ul Dowlawas reduced from 
the fumof 3,181,991. 9 rupees per annum, to 
tile fum of'i,600,000 rupees per annum. 

And laftly, the faid Deponent faith, ThaT'" 
he believes all the above fadts to be publicly ’ 
, known, as they are particularly fet forth in a 
printed book, entitled, “ Reports from the 
“ Committee of the Houfe of Commons.”

Affidavit of George Vansittart. 

This, Deponent maketb oath, and faith, 
That, to the bell of his knowledge and belief, 
Mubarick ulDowla, the prefent Nabob of Ben¬ 
gal, is not a Sovereign independent Prince, 
nor in a fituaiion wherein he can or is enti- . 
tied to make war on the Eaft India Company 
or its Settlements. That the faid Mubarick ul 
Dowla does not appoint his own Minifters, 
nor perform other Adis of Sovereignty, inde¬ 
pendently, and without the confent of the 
Reprefentatives here of the Eaft India Com¬ 
pany. The faid Deponent further faith. That 
the whole military power of this Province of 
Bengal has been for feveral years paft, and 
now is, folely and entirely under the command 
of the faid Eaft India Company and their Re¬ 
prefentatives, without being in the fmalieft 
degree under the controul or influence of the 
faid Nabob. That the foie management of 
the revenues of the faid Province has alfo 
been for fome time paft, and now is, in the 
hands of the Reprefentatives of the faid Com¬ 
pany, without the leaft participation of the 
Nabob. That a mode for Adminiftration of 
Jullice both Civil and Criminal to the inha¬ 
bitants of the faid Province was fettled by 
the late Prefident and Council, in or about the 
month of Auguft 1772, by their own autho¬ 
rity, without confulting the faid, Nabob, or 
requiring his concurrence; and that that plan 
was carried into execution, by which the Civil 
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Courts throughout the Province were put en¬ 
tirely under the Prefidency of Calcutta, and 
the Criminal Courts under the tnfpeSion and 
^r^controul of the Company’s fervants, although 
{.- the latter were nominally the Courts of the 
Nabob. 

That, in the year 1772, the faid late Prefi- 
dent and Council did, by their own authority, 
appoint Manee Begum, relifl: of the late 
Nabob Meer Jaffier, to be guardian of the 
prefent Nabob; and Raja Goordafs, fon of 
Maha Raja Nundocomar, to be Dewan of the 
Nabob’s houfehold; and by their own authority 
appointed falaries to the faid Manee Begum 
and the faid Raja Goordafs. And the faid 
Deponent further faith. That, in confequence 
of orders from the Court of Direftors Cgnified, 
he is informed, in their Letter of the 10th 
of April 1771, the annual flipend of about 
3,200,000 rupees, agreed to be paid to for¬ 
mer Nabobs, and to the prelent Mubarick ul 
Dowla, was reduced to 1,600,coo rupees fir 

The faid Deponent further faith,That, during 
his relidence in India, he has never underftood 
that a perfon refidingunder the denomination 
of Vakeel, was a Public Miniiler, entitled to 
the rights of Ambaffadors; but conceived fuch 
a perfon to be liable to the local jurifdiftion 
of the Courts Civil and Criminal where he re- 
fided.

attempted to be derived, nor any fuccefiion 
proved, from JalEer to Mubarick. Is there 
any proof that Mubarick ever coined money 
in his own name ? He certainly did not. All 
this is mere color, and fo faint that I can 
hardly induce myfelf to think that the Gen¬ 
tlemen who made the application do them- 
felves believe what they are defirous the 
Court Ihonld believe. The Credentials, as 
they are called, inftead of fupporting the 
claim, prove exprefsiy that Roy Rada Churn 
was not Vakeel to Mubarick, either at the 
time the offence charged in the Indiftment 
was committed, or at the time that the mat¬ 
ter was inquired into, and Roy Rada Chum 
bound over by the Judges to appear at the 
prefeut Seffions. He was appointed two years 
ago; on the 22d May 1775, the laft Letter 
was read by the Governor from Mubarick ul 
Dowlah, informing him, that Roy Rada Churn 
had been a very idle perfon, and that he con- 
fidered his having a Vakeel as a ufelefs ex¬ 
pence, and therefore he had difmiffed him 
from the firft of Suffer, which correfponds 
with the fecond of April. The faft com¬ 
plained of, and the binding over, was all in 
April. He is reinftared the 30th of May. 
The grounds on which he was difcharged 
are worthy obfervation ; I cannot help feel¬ 
ing for Mubarick, who, by that Letter, feems 
to feel his own fituation ; he thinks the hav¬ 
ing a Vakee],'or, as he is affefted to be called, 
a Public Minifter, was needlefs, and the cx- 
pence unprofitable. So it was: had he any 
affairs of confequence to negotiate here? 
could he make War or Peace ? Why was 
Rada Churn difmiffed? Becaufe he was an 
idle perfon, and becaufe he was chargeable to 
the Nabob; he is difcharged for a good 
caufe. Is any reafou given why he was re- 
ftored ? Had lie become left idle ? Had Mu¬ 
barick more bufinefs to tranfaft ? The faving 
his faiary could not be great during his fhort 
diftniflion ; was the Nabob grown richer ? Why 
then was he reftored ? The true reafon is too 
obvious. ; Roy Rada Churn had got into a 
difagreeable fcrape. Mubarick was defirous 
of protefting him from it. Though the idea 
of protecting in this manner Js by no means 


Afiatic; I will not fuppofe that any influence 
other than the perfonal interefl of Roy Rada 
Churn was exerted over the Nabob on this 
occafion. 

We next come to Roy Rada Churn’s affi¬ 
davit. I think the perfon that drew that 
affidavit,, and fuffered him to fwear to it, is 
moft highly to be cenfured. What is he made 
to fwear? That he now is, and for two 
years and upwards laft pad has been, refident 
in Calcutta, as the Public Minifter, or Vakeel, 
of Mubarick, except for about tile fpace of 
ten days in May laft, and in no other cha¬ 
racter; and that he has been charged with 
conducting and tranfafting his affairs, with 
the Eaft India Company and others, at this 
Prefidency. That there is not any other 
Public Minifter, or Vakeel, of the Nabob Mu.- 
berick refident in Calcutta, as he verily be¬ 
lieves. This laft is, I have no doubt, per¬ 
fectly true, and he might, I dare fay, have 
fafely added, nor any other place whatfoever. 
The Letters to the Governor General are 
not credentially for tranfafting bufinefs with 
the Eaft India Company and others ; but 
what I chiefly blame is, the fuffering him to 
fwear, what is not true, that he refided as a 
Public Minifter, or Vakeel, when he was not 
Vakeel. It is Laid he did not know till thefe 
Letters were fhewn him that he had been dif- 
miffed ; why then did he make an exception 
to ten days in May !. He muft have known, 
it when he fwore the affidavit; if he did not, 
the affidavit might have been- amended; i£ 
it was not amended, at lead it ffiould have 
been explained to the Court when the affi¬ 
davit was read.. I called upon the Counfel, 
when the Letter was read, to acquaint the 
Court, whether the fafts charged, on Roy 
Rada Chum, and the inquiry into them, was 
during the time of his difmilfion; but could, 
receive no anfwer. He that drew the affi¬ 
davit muft have known it. He fwears, he was 
in the charafter of Vakeel for two 3'ears laft 
pad, except ten days in May. If that had 
been true, he would have continued Vakeel 
till after the time he was bound over. He 
thought, or rather thofe who drew the affi¬ 
davit thought, the time material. It is plain 
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tlift could not be accident. He is either made 
to fwear what is not true, or to prevaricate 
moil abominably. 

But there is another circumftance in which 
the drawer of the affidavit is molt highly 
culpable. He is made to fwear to what he 
could not underftand, the term Public Mi- 
nifter; it conveys ideas that are hardly to be 
explained to the Natives of this Country : 
and for what purpofe ? Could it be expected 
that the Court would only attend to the found 
of words ? Could it be thought he was nearer 
proving himfelf a Public Minifter on whom 
the right of Ambaffadors would attach, by 
tiling thele words, than if he had (imply 
fworn himfelf Vakeel ? There is no affidavit 
of the place of refidcnce of Roy Rada Churn 
before his firft appointment. But it turns 
out from this affidavit, that he was refidem 
here before his laft appointment, and there¬ 
fore fab]eft to the Englilh laws. If fo, he is 
anfwerable here; for an Ambaffiador, any 
more than another perfon, is not to commit 
crimes with impunity. He will be fubjecl to 
that Tribunal to which he was fubjeft before 
he was inverted with his Public Character. 
If he was a fnbjeft of the Prince who fent 
him, he will be fubjecl to his Courts of Law; 
if he was anfwerable to the Courts of Law of 
another Prince, he mull be called upon in 
that Prince’s Courts; if he was before fubjecl 
to the State in whichhe was employed, which 
is the prefent cafe, he will Hill be amenable 
to the Courts. For if before the Ambafly he 
was not fubjecl to the Prince in whofe em¬ 
ploy he is, the foie aft of making him Am- 
baffador will not make him liable to his 
Courts; except, perhaps, in matters which 
relate to his Ambafly. There are differences 
of opinions on this fubjeft, as I Rated the 
other day; but I take the reafon and weight 
of authorities to be on this fide. I then rtated 
why Wicquefort was a ftrenuous oppofer of 
this doftrine. Bynkerlhoeck is firm in this 
opinion. 

Thus it Hands on the evidence in fupport 
of the claim. It is mere colourable evidence ; 
but when the affidavits on the other fide are 
read, that colour immediately vaniflies.

The Governor General fwears, that the 
late Adminiftration, by their own authority, 
appointed Monur Begum to be Guardian to 
the Nabob, and Rajah Gondafs Dewan of 
his houfehold, allowing each of them large 
lalanes: That the fame Adminiftration plan¬ 
ned and conftru&ed Criminal and Civil Courts 
by their own authority, without confulting 
the Nabob, or requiring his concurrence; the 
Civil were made dependent on the l’refidency 
folely ; and the Criminal, though held in the 
name of the Nabob, are, in fafl, under the 
confroul and iiifpeftion of the Servants of the 
Eaft India Company: That the management 
of the revenue {the finews of war) are intirely 
in the hand of the Eaft India Company and 
their Reprefentaives, without the fmalleft 
participation of the Nabob: That, in con- 
iequence of orders from the Court of Direc¬ 
tors, the annual ftipend, which was allowed 
him, was reduced from 3,181,991 rupees, 
to t, 600, 000, rupees. 

By what authority did they appoint a Guar¬ 
dian ? The Company had no natural connec¬ 
tion by blood with Mubarick. By what au¬ 
thority did they appoint the Dewan of his 
Houfehold, and allow them large falaries f 
It could only be done in their Political Ca¬ 
pacity, by that authority which they exercifed 
over him. if the Treaty given in evidence 
was in the nature of a real Treaty with a 
Sovereign Prince, where there were mutual 
agreements and confiderations, how came this 
Stipend, for fo it is called, (a word hardiy ap- 
plicabte to an independent Sovereign Prince) 
to be reduced to 1,600,000, rupees? By 
what authority did they ereft the Courts of 
Law, and exercife the Adminiftration of 
Juftice, without any communication with him i 
Had he himfelf any idea he was a Sovereign ? 
Does he complain of the reduflion of his 
Stipend, or the infringement of Treaties? No: 
He confiders himfelf, what he really is, abfo- 
lutely dependent on the Company, and was 
willing to accept any pittance they would 
allow him for his maintenance. He claims 
no right. Does he complain that the Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice is taken into the hands 
of the Company? No; By the Treaty, the 
4 D a pro- 
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proie&ion of his Subjefts is dilivered up to 
the Company j and he well knew, whoever 
is held up as the oftenfible Prince, the Ad- 
miniftration of Jadice mufb be in the hands 
of thofe who have power to inforce it. 

The Governor General, who I fuppofe had 
a delicacy to Rate more than what has been 
before made public, clofes his affidavit with 
faying, all that he has depofed to he believes 
to be publickly known, as it is particularly 
fet forth in the Reports of the Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons. I knew it was 
there, and therefore was furprized at this 
application. It is fo notorious that every 
body in the Settlement mull have known it; 
when I fay every body, I mean with an ex¬ 
ception to the Gentlemen who apply to the 
Court. The only reafon I can give for their 
applying is, the little time they have been in 
the Country, and the want of knowledge of 
former tranfadtions of Government, and the 
enftoms and manners of the people. I wifhed 
the Governor General had pointed out the 
paflage to them; for, if he had, it ought, and 
I have therefore no doubt would, have pre¬ 
vented this application. 

The Governor General’s affidavit proves the 
revenues, their collection, the whole admini- 
ftration of Juftice, both Civil and Criminal, 
and even in appointing, the Officers of his houfe- 
hold, to he in the Company. Mr. Lane, 
Mr. Hurft, and Mr. Vanfictart, all Members 
of the late Council depofe, that the Military 
is fo likewife. They fwear that the whole 
Military Power of the Province is, and has 
been for feveral .years, intirely under the 
controul of the Company and their Reprc- 
fentatives. They, fwear that he performs noadts 
of Sovereignty independent of and without 
the content of the Reprefentatives of the 
Eaft India Company. Nothing therefore is 
left to Mubarick but an empty title. This has 
been laid to be a political question, and that 
the determination of it againft the right of the 
Vakeel might be productive of quarrels with 
foreign Nations, efpeeially the French. I 
think it can have no fitch effeft, for whether 
the Territorial Acquilitions belong to the 
Crown or the. Campauy, if either of them 
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have a right to execute Sovereignty here, 
and chufe fo far to poftpone their.own dig¬ 
nity, as to fet up another perfon, through 
Whom, and in whofe name, they will exercife 
the power, I don’t know that any Foreign 
State has any right to complain, nor do I 
think this determination can affect the legalicy 
of the Courts eflablilhed in this Province. 
AH that is determined in this cafe is, that 
Mubarick ul Dowlab, who has fill-rendered 
his power intirely into the hands of the 
Englilh Company, cannot himfelf, nor can 
the Eaft India Company in his name, pro left 
delinquents, fubjeft to the jurifdi&ion of this 
Court, from being puniflred by the Laws of 
Great Britain ; that the Agents of the Eaft 
India Company cannot, by making him the 
mftrument, do indireftly what they would not 
do direftly. It cannot be a political queftion 
of a ferious nature in the opinion of the Gen¬ 
tlemen making the claim; had it been fo, 
they would not have preffed a decifion on it 
in this very unfavourable cafe. It is no right 
claimed by the Nabob; both he and his Va¬ 
keel, as the Vakeel as to himfelf candidly 
confeffed in his memorial, were wholly ig¬ 
norant of the rights and privileges to which 
he was intitled by the Laws of Great Britain, 
as an Ambaffador, or Public Minifter: If any 
material conlequences follow from it, the 
Gentlemen ftiould have been backward in 
forcing ns to a decifion; for we muff give fuch 
an opinion, whatever may be the confe- 
quences, as we think founded in Law. 
They were to judge of the Politics. They 
have thought it right to have it determined. 
The evidence is before us; we cannot deter¬ 
mine contrary to it. We mud judge by Laws, 
not by Politics. Perhaps this queftion might 
have been determined merely on the dates 
of the Letters to the Governor General;. but 
as the Counfel have made the other a ferious 
queftion, I (hould not have thought that I

Thole who 
ferved the procefs did it by exprefs command 
of all the Judges: is it decent to apply to have 
them puniffiedi Is it not like taking out a 
procefs in a Civil fuit, which is the voluntary 
aA of the party, under no coercion of any 
order from a Magiftrate ? Is it juft that any 
one Ihould be punilhed on this account? The 
Vakeel fays, he was ignorant of the rights 
.now claimed for him when he was bound 
bver. He had mo appreheniion that he had 
fads rights: could it be fuppofed that thofe, 
who ferved the fummons, and afted under the 
order of -the Judges, could be apprized of 
thofe.rights that Roy Rada Churn himfelf was 
ignorant of? On what idea of juftice then, can 
a demand be made to punifti innocent men, 
afting exprefsly under the order of all the 
■Judges, for violating rights which they never 
heard of, and which in faft do not exift?But, 
was it a cafe for punilhment, I (hould be of 
opinion, that a punilhment fhould be devifed 
limilar to that inflifted at Naples on one of 
the principal officers of an Ambaffador from 
an Italian Prince ; it was the Pope’s Nuncio. 
His Reverence had been found, by the officers 
of the Police, in a Public Brothel; they hur¬ 
ried him away to the Magiftrates; who de¬ 
clared, that the fanftity of his character ex¬ 
empted him from their jurifdiAion : the Reve¬ 
rend Father complained to his Reverend Ex¬ 
cellence, who complained to the Viceroy. 
The Viceroy was incenfed at the indignity 
which had been put on fo high an officer of 
the Nuncio; and refolved to puniffi it with all 
■the.feveriry due to fo grofs an outrage on the 
Law of Nations. He condemned the officers 
of the Police to this infamous punilhment; 
that they ffiould be carried through all the 
markets, ftreets, and public places in the city, 
with this icandalous label on their backs; 
Thefe men are expofed to (hame, becaufe they 
would not fuffer the Reverend.Father, Firft 
Minifter and Confident of his Reverend Ex¬ 
cellency, the Nuncio of our Holy Father the 


Pope, to indulge himfelf in the ianocent 
recreation of the ftews. 

The more I confider it, the more I am 
fcandalized at the affidavit made by Roy 
Rada Churn; I do not fo much blame him 
as the drawer; it is fcandalous, it is flagitious, 
to let him fwear to liis being a Public Minif- 
ter, an idea which is ahnoft impoffible to be 
explained to him; to make him fwear to what 
is not true, as it turns out, that he was a 
Public Minifter, or Vakeel, for upwards of 
two years, with the exception only of ten 
days; thofe who made that exception for 
him niuft have known he was without that 
charaAer for a longer time. If I again fee 
an affidavit of this nature, fvvorn by a native, 
we will inquire who drew the affidavit, and 
the Court will animadvert moft feverely upon 
him: it is not to be indured,-that the con¬ 
fidences of the natives, fwearing in a Foreign 
language, Ihould be thus enfnared. 

1 confider this to be an attempt of Mubarick 
(for I defire it to be underftood clearly that I 
do not fuppofe any influence exerted over him 
in this cafe), to fee how far the Court Would 
fuffer him to interpofe himfelf between Cri¬ 
minals and Juftice; an attempt the more bold, 
as the party, intended to be fereened, was 
actually under profecution before the writing 
the pretended Letters of Credence. 

Mr. Juftice Chambers. I agree with'my 
Lord Chief Juftice in opinion, that Roy Rada 
Churn is not entitled to exemption from this 
profecution, and that the IndiAment ought 
not to bequaflied; though, in delivering the 
reafons of my opinion, 1 may not, perhaps, 
exprefly and entirely ailent to all the pofitions 
from which his Lordlhip has deduced that 
conclufion. 

In confidering this fubjeft, I fhall nearly 
follow the method ohferved by the Advo¬ 
cate who made this motion on the part .of 
the India Company; and Iball fhortly exa¬ 
mine, ill. The right of the India Company .to 
receive Ambafladors; silly. The privileges of 
Ambafladors fo received; and, gdly. Whe¬ 
ther, in fafi, Roy Rada Churn is now, and 
was at the time when the offence was com¬ 
mitted. 
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mitted, aflually invelled with the charafter of 
an Ambaffador, by having been duly ap¬ 
pointed and duly received. 

That the Eaft India Company has, in India, 
h right to make War and Peace, will not, I 
believe, be denied; and I agree with my 
Lord Chief Juftice, that the right of making 
War and Peace is the chief ground of fend¬ 
ing and receiving Ambaffadors. That Law, 
by which the perfon of an Ambaffador is 
fecured from violation, is univerfally allowed, 
becaufe univerfal reafon has deinonftrated, 
that of War there could be no end, unlefs 
fome man might fafely propound the terms of 
Peace; and' that a ceffation of hoftilicies, pro¬ 
duced by mere laffitude, could not long con¬ 
tinue,. unlefs an Ambaffador might fafely offer 
conditions for its continuance. The power, 
therefore, of receiving Ambaffadors, does not 
appear to me to be fuch an incident to the 
right of making War and Peace, as may or 
may not accompany its fubjeft: it feems rather 
to be an effential property, without which the 
fubjeft cannot exift. Without fuch power, 
it would not be a right of making War and 
Peace, but a right of making War without 
poffibility of end; a right, which every found 
moralift will allow, that man can neither pof- 
fefs nor confer. 

Many inftances might be given of Viceroys 
and Generals, who, by virtue of a delegatee! 
power to make War, have fent and received 
Ambaffadors. In the prefent cafe, as the 
power of makingWar, delegated by the Crown 
to the Eaft India Company, is comprized to 
the Eaft Indies, their reception of Ambaffa¬ 
dors muft, I conceive, have the fame limits; 
and an Ambaffador co the Eaft India Company 
may be received in this Settlement by the 
Company’s Reprefen tad ves the Governor and 

%, The privileges and exemptions of Atn- 
baf&dors fo received muft, I conceive, be 
the fame, which they might lawfully claim if 
they had been received in England by the 
King Himfelf. The Eaft India Company can 
neither wage War, nor receive an Ambaffador, 
by any intrinfick authority of its own; it 
does both by the authority of the King of 
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Great Britain, and under fanftion of his So¬ 
vereignty. The Minifter, wliofe public cha¬ 
racter is acknowledged by virtue of this dele¬ 
gated power, may be conlidered as acknow¬ 
ledged by the King Himfelf, and may there¬ 
fore expect from the King’s Court the immu¬ 
nities due to that charafter. 

I have already faid, that the firft great im¬ 
munity of an Ambaffador, the lecuriry of his 
life, depends on natural law univerfally ob- 
ferved; and it may not be improper to add, 
that it is obferved by Mahometan Princes, 
even towards Chriftian enemies, not merely 
by imitation, but as a religious and moral,-' 
duty, qua fine feccato committi nequeunt, 1 
fay this on the credit of Relandus, in ■ his 
Treatife, de jure militan Mehammedanortm 
contra CkrijUanos helium gerentium ; but I 
mention it rather as matter of curiofity, than 
of importance to the queftion before us; be¬ 
caufe he fays nothing of other privileges 
that pafs beyond perfonal fecurity; and alfo, 
becaufe I take it to be clear, that in England 
the Ambaffador of the moft inconfiderable 
Mahometan State is entitled to the fame ex¬ 
emption from Civil and Criminal jurifdiftion, 
which is allowed to the Minifter of the moft 
powerful Prince in Chriftendom. 

3. It is of more importance, in the prefent 
cafe, to enquire what the facts are on which 
Roy Rada Churn founds his claim to be ex¬ 
empt from profecution. He Rates himfelf “ to 
have been for above two years Vakeel, 
or Publick Minifter, of Mubarick ol Dowlah, 
Nabob of Bengal, &c. and charged with the 
conducting and tranfacting his affairs and con¬ 
cerns with the Honourable Eaft India Com¬ 
pany and ethers, at the Prelidency of Fort 
William,” This is- by no means a clear and 
fuflicient defeription of an Ambaffador; and- 
ic is certain, that our ideas of an Ambaffador 
are not neeeffariiy comprized in the term 
Vakeel, which generally means no more than 
Agent, and is frequently applied to very low 
people, employed by private men in the ma¬ 
nagement of their affairs. It is true, that if 
he be really a Public Meffenger fent by a So¬ 
vereign, with authority to reprefent his Per¬ 
fon to a Foreign Power, he mull be intitled 
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to the legal privileges and exemptions of an! 
Ambaffador, by wbafoever tide or dencmina-i 
tion lie is diftinguifticd. But know that the 
term Elchey is as much appropriated to 

the office among the Mahometans, as Ambaf¬ 
fador is in Europe; and it lias not been 
proved, that a Public Minifter, either of the 
iirft or fecond order, is ever called a Vakeel: 
Neither, if proved, would it in any degree 
avail Roy Rada Churn, who appears, on exa¬ 
mination, not to have been in fa ft employed: 
by Mubarick ul Dowlah, either at the time: 
when the offence with which he is charged] 
-Js fworn to have been committed, or at the! 
time when the enquiry into it was fet on foot. 
The Nabob fays, in one of his Letters now 
given in evidence, that he had difmiffed Roy 
.Rada Churn from the firft of Suffer, that is, 
from the fecond of April laft; and the fub- 
fequent Letter replacing him was not re¬ 
ceived by the Governor General or Coun¬ 
cil till the 30th of May ; during which inter¬ 
val both thefe events happened: this, in my 
opinion, entirely puts an end to his claim of 
.exemption; for furely no one will fay, that 
his fecond appointment as Vakeel ought to 
put a ftop to aprofecution already commenced, 
for an offence committed while he refided here 

In the laid century, Wicquefort, a native of 
Amfterdam, who had an employment with a 
falary under the States General, was appointed 
by the Duke of Lunenbourg to be his Piefi- 
dent at the Hague: while he remained there 
-in that capacity, he was tried by the Court of 
Holland, for revealing, by letter, fome fecrcts 
of the B-epublick, which it was his duty to 
have concealed, and was condemned to perpe¬ 
tual imprifonment and forfeiture of goods. 
Of this treatment, as of a violation of the Law 
of Nations, he complains in a Work which 
he publifhed foon after While thofe, who 
defended the decifion of the Dutch Court of 
Jnftiee, infilled, that if a native, or fettled 
inhabitant of any country, is appointed by a 
Foreign Prince to be his Ambaffador in that 
.country,he continues fubjefttorhe famejurif- 
diflion as before; this has been, among the 
Writers of Natural Law, a difputed queftion 
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everfmee; and, to avoid the neceffity of de¬ 
termining it for the future, both the States of 
Holland and the French Court have refolved, 
that they will not hereafter receive a fubjedt 
of their own as an Ambaffador. But had Wic- 
quefort’s offence been committed, and the 
profecution againft him been commenced, 
before the Duke of Lunenbourg made him 
his Minifter, I believe no one would have 
dreamed that this new charafter could ftop 
the courfe of juftice, and exempt him from 
puniftunent. 

Being, for this reafon, clearly of opinion, 
that the indictment againft Roy- Rada Churn 
ought not to be quaftied: I think it unne- 
ceffary to determine, whether the Nabob Mu¬ 
barick ul Dowlah is a Sovereign independent 
Prince, who can give to his meffenger the 
■privileges and immunities of an Ambaffador. 
Were there no, objection to his Sovereignty 
and independence but his nominal fubordina- 
tion to the Mogul, I iliould not perhaps hefi- 
tate to fay, that if he and his anceftors, Sub- 
ahdars of Bengal, have exercifed the power 
of making Peace and War, they have as good 
a right to receive Ambaffadors as the Princes 
and Free Towns in Germany, which owe a 
nominal obedience to the Emperor and Laws 
of the Empire; but the difficulty which I feel 
is greater in iifelf, and more perplexing on 
account of its confeqnences : on the one hand, 
it appears by a very folemn Treaty, very lately 
executed, the Engliflt India Company have 
guaranteed to the Nabob the poffeflion of the 
three Provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriffa, 
with theTitle ofSnbahdar: on the other hand, 
it is manifeft, partly from the depofitions of 
the Governor General and other Gentlemen, 
that he has no military force, no revenue ex¬ 
cept a penfion from the Company, and no 
(hare in the diftribution of Juftice throughout 
the Country, except a nominal fuperinten- 
dence over the Criminal Courts. 

In this ftate of things (the caufe before me 
not calling for fuch determination) I Ihould 
not think myfeSf obliged, whatever might be 
my private opinion, nnneceffarily to decide, 
that the King my Matter is not Sovereign of

Every definition of an Ambaffador, or Pub¬ 
lic Minifter, that I have met with in the book, 
is a perfon fent from one Sovereign to ano¬ 
ther, with authority, by Letters of Credence, 
to treat upon affairs of State. I cannot admit 
any right of Sovereignty in the Eaft India 
Company: in every Charter granted to them 
by the Crown, there is an exprefs refervation 
of Sovereignty to the King of Great Britain, 
His Heirs and Succeffors; and I am inclined to 
think, by fome of the late Charters granted to 
the Eaft India Company, that their rights un¬ 
der former Charters have been very ftriftly 
conftrued, and that no more jura regalia have 
been allowed them, beyond what exprefly ap¬ 
pears upon the face of fuch grant. 

When the Eaft India Company had taken 
plunder, it was doubted if that plunder could 
be veiled in them, without the King’s Gram.

Mr. Juftice Hyde. I am very happy to find 
! agree in opinion with my three Brethren, 
that Roy llada Churn is not intitled to the

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it: If it fhall be underftood that Public Minif- 
ters, with the Taft retinue which the cuftom 
of this country requires to attend them, are 
exempt from any legal reftraint, it may be 
attended with great inconvenience; even the 
poffeiTion of the town may be hazarded. 

The fubftantial reafon for the privileges of 
Ambaffadors is, that perfons may with iaiety 
come to treat of Peace or War; but it does 
not appear to me neceffary for that purpofe, 
that they (hould be exempt from all legal re¬ 
ftraint. When the queftion comes before us, 
-,jt may be neceffary to be informed, and to 
confider, what rights are underftood in this 
country, in Hindoftan, to be conferred on 
Ambaffaidors; and whether the cuftoms of this 
country do twit make a diftinftion in the de¬ 
gree of the perfon. feat, giving to one ftyled 
Elchee, privileges which, are no.t given to a 
Vakeel. 

By the Treaty which has been read, it ap¬ 
pears, Mabarick ul Dawlah deprives himfelf 
of the great enfigns of Sovereignty, the right 
to proteft his own fubjefts: he declares that 
Ihall be done by the Company. 

. The Aft of Parliament does not confider 
him as a Sovereign Prince; the jurifdiftion 
of this Court extends over all his dominions, 
to fuch perfons who are fervants of the Com¬ 
pany or of any BritiQi fubjeft, and to every 
one of his fubjefts who choofes to fubmit 
himfelf to our jurifdiftioh and exempt himfelf 
from that of his Courts, by making a controul 
above 500 rupees in value, and declaring any 
difpute on it ihall be determined in this Court 
only; fo.that, if we allowed this claim, his 
'Vakeel would be the only perfon in his domi¬ 
nions, to whom he could .extend the arm of 
proteftion. 

Roy Rada Churn has not produced his in- 
ftruftions, which ought to have been done, to 
fliew he came on public bufinefs, fuch as is 
the proper fubjeft of treaty between Sovereign' 
Powers; for what appears, if this were a 
proper place for it, his bufinefs as a Vakeel 
might be to' buy horfes. 

On the whole, therefore, I am of opinion, 
the Defendant is nptintitled- to the privilege 
claimed for him-, bectmfe. I. think, the fitua- 
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tion of the perfon fending him is not fuch 

as will enable him to confer the character of 

Ambaffador.

We bog leave to tranfmit, for your infor? 
mation, the tranflation of a Letter, which we 
have juft received from the Nabob Mubarick 
u! Dowlah; from which it will appear that 
he looks upon himfelf as Soubah of thefe Pro¬ 
vinces, and Roy Rada Churn to be- his Va¬ 
keel : we requeft that you will be pleafed to 
inform us in what light we are to confider 
thofe declarations, which we underftand have 
been made from the Bench, publickly deny¬ 
ing the Sovereignty of the Nabob, that we 
may know how to aft wheu any cafe occurs 
with refpeft to the figning of warrants for 
the execution of criminals; or what anlwer 
we muft give to. the Foreign Companies, and 
particularly the French Nation, who, the 
better to affert their claims of Independency, 
maintain with us the fame argument which 
we underftood has been ufed by Sir Elijah 
Impey, that there is no Double Government 
in this Country, and confequently that the 
proceedings of the Courts of Dewanny againft 
their Subjefts, who refide without thofe. places 
which have been affigned to them by the 
Treaty of Paris,, are direft‘attacks of th.e Eng.- 
lilh Nation againft that of France. 

If it be true, that the Sovereignty of Mu- 
barick ul Dowlh be not admitted by the Su¬ 
preme 
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preme Court, we are pcrfuaded that the Chief 
juftice and the other His Majefly’s Judges 
will fee how important it is, not only to the 
tranquillity of this Country, but likewife to 
the prefervation of the Peace which fubfifts 
between the King and the European Powers 
who are fettled in this Country, that we 
fhould not be left in doubt as to the right to 
whom the .Sovereignty belongs. The late Aft 
of Parliament, as we underftand, only fubjefts 
fnch of the Natives to the jurifdiftion of the 
Britilh Laws, as are, or were, employed in 
the fervice of the Company, or of Britifli 
Subjefts, at the time when the fuit, aftion, 
or complaint, againft them arofe; from whence 
we are led to conclude, that though the King’s 
Sovereignty were admitted to be extended 
over thofe who are fo particularly defcribed, 
yet it does not follow, according to our idea, 
that it includes the reft of the natives of Ben¬ 
gal, Bahar, and OrilTa.

Roy Rada Churn has for thefe three years 
been my fervant, and is now in Calcutta, in 
the capacity of my Vakeel: I am now ac¬ 
quainted by him, that fomebody has com¬ 
plained againft him to the Court. . As the 
laid R.oy is now aftually employed in the 
affairs with which he is entrnfted by me, and 
tor tiiei'e three years hath been in jio other 
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fervice but mine; I beg leave to reprefent 
to you, that, if complaints againft my Vakeel 
are to be admitted in the Court, it will re- 
fleft the greateft difgrace and indignity upon 
me. You Gentlemen, I hope, will not ap¬ 
prove of fuch a proceeding; but fpeak in fuch 
terms to the Gentlemen of the Court, as will 
prevent my affairs being impeded ordifgraced; 
in doing this, you will confer the greateft 
favour upon me.

the very contrary. We have frequently de- 
fired, to prevent partial and malicious repre- 
fentations, that the Company would employ a 
perlon able to take down the opinions of 
the Court correftly. 

I can forefee no political confequences 
from our decifion : but be it remembered with 
what reluffance we entered into the queflion. 
We flung out what it was neceffary for the 
Council to maintain, and told them the con¬ 
fequences of not maintaining it. We did it 
to lave the Honor of Government. We did 
it that they might not perfift in a claim which 
we feared it would be impoffible for them to 
fupporc. They were judges of their own 
politics. They urged us to a decifion we 
wiflied to avoid. We were obliged to judge, 
from the evidence before us, of the legality of 
the claim, not of the political confequences. 
If, which we do not believe, any ill confe¬ 
quences follow to the State, they who un- 
neceffarily urged us to a decifion, not we who 
are bound to decide according to Law, are 
anfwerable for them. Did they expeft that 
we, who muft adminifter juftice according to 
our oaths, Ihould, contrary to evidence, de¬ 
termine that, which, though within their own 
knowledge, they would not take upon them- 
felves to fwear to? We don’t know a worfe 
character than a political Judge;.we don’t 
know a more dangerous one. Can any one 
believe this ftrong ftruggle with the Court 
ris limply to prorefl Roy Rada Churn ?

As Mr. Juftice 
Chambers was of opinion that an Ambafla- 
dor, a fubjeft of the State in which he is em¬ 
ployed, is hot amenable to the Courts of 
Juftice where he refutes; Rada Churn, being 
a Vakeel, and fo accepted by the Eaft India 
Company (if that Ihould give him the rights 
of an Ambaflador), on thofe principles ought 
not to be amenable to this Court, though 
the offence was committed when he was 
not an Ambaflador. The Chief Juftice, 
though of a different opinion, advanced what 
he laid on that head with a degree of dif¬ 
fidence ; and only gave his opinion on which 
fide the weight of authorities lay. The other 
Juftices likewife thought the fame. 

As to the queftion put concerning the 
right of the Sovereignty of this Country ; it 
feems to us as if it was meant to draw us 
into a dilemma ; but we were never lefs em- 
barraffed as to the ftate of Mubarick ul Dow- 
lah; we have before declared, it is not altered 
by this decifion. As to the queftion between 
the Crown and the Company, it is of a very 
delicate nature: both the Crown and the 
Company have been anxious to avoid bring¬ 
ing it to a decifion : We therefore are much 
furprized that the Servants of the Company 
fhould prefs an extrajudicial opinion upon 
it; nor, if given, do we conceive it Would 
operate upon their conduit. We fhould be 
much concerned if they brought a cafe be¬ 
fore us which would make it neceffary for 
us to determine it. We would avoid it if we 
could. If it became abfolntely neceffary, we 
would not retradb from giving our opinion ; 
but we would not give it until we had heard 
every thing that could be faid on either fide, 
nor until we had obtained all the lights and 
information that could be obtained on the 
fubjeft. But we muft decline precipitately 
and wantonly giving an extrajudicial opinion 
of fo much confequence, elpecially as fuch 
high offence was taken, that the Court had 
tried an Indictment, in which a robbery which 
was committed here was charged to be com¬ 
mitted on the King’s highway ; it being er- 
roneoufly underftood that the Court thereby 
had 
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had taken upon itfelf to determine the very 
queftion now propofed to the Court, though 
it had been, and muft have been, the form of 
the Indictment when the Prefident and Coun¬ 
cil were Juftices of Oyer and Terminer and 
Gaol Delivery. We will not enter into an 
argument on a matter of Law with the Gen¬ 
tlemen ; much lefs break into their province, 
to decide upon matters of Politics. We 
Ihould have declined taking any notice of 
this Letter, had we not feared that occafton 
might have been taken from our ftlence to 
put a Hop to the Criminal Juftice in the 
Provinces. 

We take this opportunity to declare, that 
the eftablilhment of this Court hath made no 
alteration in refpefl to the adminiftration of 
Criminal Juftice, except only in this Town 
and the Paflories fubordinate to this Settle¬ 
ment. We declare it, that, if there is a 
Itoppage of juftice, it may be clear that it is 
not occalioned by this Court. 

My Brother Chambers has pointed out to 
me a paffage in Roy Rada Churn’s affidavit, 
which I had neglefted to make any obferva- 

He fays, “ He thinks he is obliged to 
“ obey the orders of the Council, and that 
“ they may fummon him. That, in fail, he 
“ was called to appear before the Council 
“ when thofe Gentlemen, who make the clain 
" for him, were prefenc.” He faid, in his 
tnftruftions for the affidavit, “ It was not 
“ left to my pleafure whether I would come 
“ or not; it was faid. Come.” 

What then was the fenfe of thefe Gen¬ 
tlemen, as to his having the rights of an 
AmbafTador? Is he not to be confidered 
merely to elude the juftice of the Court?

There 
were prefent, myfelf, Roy Rada Churn, my 
Moonihy, Geercuftullah, and the tvvoPortu- 
gueze writers who attefted the long arzee- 
He fealed the arzee in prefence of thefe two;

attefted. My father ordered thefe two arzees, 
and the tranflaiions cf them, to be mane up, 
and directed to the Governor General and 
Council. Comaul 0 Deen objected to their 
being laid before the Governor and Council; 
and delired that the two other arzees, re¬ 
lating to Gunga Govin Sing, might full he 
fent into Council. My father did not coDfent 
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to this: ComaulO Deen urged him for fome 
time ; and afterwards made the objeflion be- 
forcmeiuioned to that expreffion in the long 
arzee. He allied my father, When he Aiould 
be called before the Council ? and alked, 
Who had ordered or required ? who he fhould 
fay ? My father anfwered him, by alking, 
Who he would fay ? Comaul O Deeu’s reply, 
I think, implied that he would make ufe of 
the General’s name. My father alked him, 
Whether the General, or he (Mr. Fowke) in 
the General’s name, had ordered or required 
him ? He faid, They had not; but urged the 
diflrefs he diould be under, if that queftion 
fltotild be put to him in Council. I believe 
he repeatedly urged it. ' My father did not 
alter his intention of fending the papers in¬ 
to Council. Comaul O Deen foon after left 
the room: Rada Churn went -out likewife ; I 
do not remember whether immediately, or 
fome time after. Rada Churn foon after re¬ 
turned into the room, and faid, That Comaul 
O Deen was crying, and tearing hisjammah, 
becaufe the arzees were to be fent into Coun¬ 
cil that day. Comaul O Deen, foon after 
this, came to the door of my father’s bed¬ 
chamber, and then that paffed which I have 
before related.
